Many certificates were awarded the 
members of the Mothers’ classes, 
which have been conducted by the 
Newton School Department through- 
out the year in reward for their faith- 
ful attendance and work accomplished. 
These classes have been voluntarily 
attended by many women of the city 
in order to become more proficient 
in tlie English language, and so that 
they might become better mothers 
and more useful citizens. 

These classes began twelve years 
ago in the kitchens of the members 
to give mothers a chance to improve 
themselves during the daytime when 
they could be away from home. The 
classes are now held at four schools: 
the Ralph Waldo Emerson School of 
Upper Falls, the Stearns School of 
Newton, the Franklin School of West 
Newton and the Bowen School of New- 
ton Centre. The classes are support- 
ed equally by the State Department 
of Education and the Newton School 
Department. 

At the Emerson School, Rev. Guy 
Vaughan Shedd gave the closing ad- 
dress and presented certificates to 
tlie 16 women who had accomplished 
60 hours of work or more, at the 
Stearns School, Principal Winslow 
made the address and awarded the 16 
certificates earned, at the Franklin 
School Principal Ellsworth presented 
certificates to 9 candidates, and at 
the Bowen School Principal Paul pre- 
sented certificates to the 12 success 
ful candidates. At each school there 
was a pleasing program of exercises 
to which the class members invited 
their friends.

WORKS AT 
BRIGHTON 


About Town 

By Edw. H. Powers 

Two huge public works are under- 
way in this city. One is the rebuild- 
ing of Washington street between 
Newton Corner and West Newton. 
The other is tlie laying of the big 
Metropolitan water main at Auburn- 
dale and West Newton. Despite the 
magnitude of these tasks not many 
laborers are employed on them. One 
can easily understand why so many 
millions are unemployed by observing 
the work being done on these two big 
jobs. A few machines are accom- 
plishing results which not so many 
yenrs ago would have necessitated 
the employment of hundreds of men. 
We have reached a new era. The 
unemployment problem it has pro- 
duced won’t be solved by changing 
from a gold standard to a silver stand- 
ard. If men and women can’t obtain 
employment they won’t earn silver 
with which to meet their needs. 

It has been a pathetic sight to wit- 
ness a crowd of discouraged looking 
men gather along Washington street 
on the first few days the job of re- 
surfacing started in the hope of ob- 
taining employment. Few were suc- 
cessful. Steam shovels, huge cement 
mixers and levellers, and tractor 
drawn graders have practically elim- 
inated human laborers from street 
construction work. 


Will the speeders travel along 
Washington street when its new sur- 
face is completed? And will they 
knock unfortunate pedestrians to 
the next world? Yea. The speed 
ers will speed and persons attempt- 
ing to cross the street will too fre- 
quently become victims of reckless 
drivers unless the street is properly 
controlled, and unless crossings at such 
places as Adams. Jewett and Chan- 
ning street are safeguarded. Which 
brings to mind that while In former 
yenrs all of eight motorcycle police- 
men kept speeders in check in this 
city, now only two policemen are' on 
motorcycle duty, and the speeders 
have proportionately more opportuni 
ties to indulge in reckless driving. 


Listening on the radio to the broad- 
cast from the Democratic convention 
we heard some good speakers. But. 
the two soprano soloists we heard, 
while not singing “blues" songs, 
would give one the "blues.” Perhaps 
the size of their audience gave them 
stage-fright. 


With the departure of people to 
their summer residences at the sea- 
shore and in the country the annual 
display of neglected cats appears. 
Most persons are sufficiently humane 
to make proper provision for the care 
of their cats and dogs. But there 
are some who go away for the sum- 
mer and leave their feline “pets” to 
shift for themselves. Few things are 
more repulsive than to see a starved, 
diseased cat wandering about a neigh- 
borhood. And whether a person is 
away for the summer, or at home, 
if he or she owns a cat or dog which 
is diseased, and permits the animal 
to roam at large, endangering the 
health of other cats or dogs, or pos- 
sibly the health of children, such a 
person ought to be summoned into 
court and penalized. 


When Middlesex County juries, in 
common with other juries, show less 
undeserved sympathy for autoists who 
drive cars while under the influence 
of liquor, our highways will be safer 
for pedestrians and for those who 
drive cars in possession of their sober 
senses. 


According to news reports the right 
of franchise is to he withheld from 
the masses of Siam’s population un- 
til they are capable of voting intelli- 
gently. If this same restriction were 
imposed on the citizens of the U. S. 
A. what a decrease there would be 
in the number of those now eligible 
to vote in this country.

In addition to 
these men, about 100 other unem- 
ployed men who have been working 
at the City Home grounds at tfewton 
Highlands, in return for relief given 
by the Welfare Department of the 
city, will also be put to work on the 
avenue. These men will grade the 
reservation along the avenue, wher- 
ever such work is necessary ,* and the 
long grass and weeds which now make 
the avenue unsightly, will be cut.

They, have been receiving 3 and 4 
days work each week and have been 
paid $3 per day. Those getting aid 
through “soldiers relief” have received 
about double this amount weekly. 

It is reported that a special meet- 
ing of the Aldermen will be called on 
July 7th to make an appropriation 
for the work on Commonwealth ave- 
nue. This work will be under the su- 
pervision of Richard White & Sons 
of West Newton, landscape contrac- 
tors.

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WOMEN'S CLUBS 


MRS. POOLE WELCOMED BY 
HOME CITY. Every celebrity and 
hero receives a royal welcome, and 
Min newly-elected president of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
is proven to have been admitted by 
public opinion to this charmed circle 
in the tribute paid iter last Thursday 
by her home city of Brockton. Club- 
women throughout the State take plea- 
sure in this tribute to their leader, 
and thrill to the acknowledgement of 
one of Boston’s largest newspapers 
in this sentence: 

“She Is a new, powerful, and signi- 
ficant figure in American national 
affairs.” 

Mrs. Poole is the first Massachu- 
setts woman to have been elected 
president of what is generally con- 
sidered the greatest women’s organi- 
zation In the world, and she certainly 
returned from Seattle to a tremendous 
reception and ovation, in which the 
city of Brockton and numerous civic 
organizations took part. 

She was met in Boston by her 
mother. Mrs. William H. Morrison, 
and driven over the road to Brockton. 
At the town line, in Avon, a cavalcade 
of one hundred decorated cars met 
her and she was whisked through the 
streets of her native city to the ap- 
plause of thousands. Streamers of 
gay crepe paper, confetti, and strains 
of music made up the festive color of 
the parade. 

A decidedly interesting personal 
touch was given to this acclaim in the 
thoughtfulness of her welcomers in 
changing the route through the city, 
as planned, to pass the home of her 
parents on Belmont street, so that 
her invalid father, the Reverend Wil- 
liam H. Morrison, a much beloved 
minister, might have the pleasure of 
waving greeting to his daughter in 
her triumphal tour. 

At the War Memorial building she 
was officially welcomed by the Mayor, 
Horace C. Baker, who told her while 
an enthusiastic throng applauded: 
“Brockton is proud of you.” 

Later a luncheon was held in her 
honor at the Toll House, in Whitman, 
where she received several hundred 
clubwomen of the section; many, in- 
deed, of them her associates since 
1911 when she became president of 
the Brockton Woman’s Club. For them 
this culmination of a steadily-ascend- 
ing career was not an unlooked-for 
moment of pride and fruition, for the 
discerning could foresee the logical 
reward of a sane and wise character, 
with ability of leadership. 

Her delightful simplicity, which is 
a charm that wins, is shown in that 
she is remaining quietly at her par- 
ents’ home for a few days before she 
leaves for Washington, D. C., where 
she will be the first president of the 
General Federation to take up resi- 
dence there for her term of office, 
three years. This fact, and the size 
of the organization which she now 
heads, together with the force of her 
personality and convictions, may well 
indicate why it is acknowledged that 
she is a figure of very considerable 
national importance. 

Among her plans for Federation in- 
terest she has announced two: a na- 
tional campaign to elevate the teach- 
ing profession and to prevent any at- 
tempts to cut teachers’ pay; and one 
to stimulate the interest of the Ameri- 
can women in governmental finance. 
The membership of the Federation, 
as Mrs. Poole sees it, is vitally con- 
cerned with the home, many club- 
women being wives and mothers, and 
no problem affects the home, and as a 
result culture and civilization, as 
does education. Teachers are in a 
sense the makers of a nation, there- 
fore, and the standard of teachers 
must not be lowered, as cutting in 
pay inevitably threatens. As to finan- 
cial affairs of the nation, since Ameri- 
can women spend 75 per cent of the 
money which the nation spends an- 
nually for products of every kind, and 
since they arrange the budgets of 
American families, Mrs. Poole quite 
logically considers them capable in 
such financial affairs, and considers 
that there is no reason why they 
should not become better informed 
and more closely interested in the fin- 
ancial activities of the government 
as well as of the home. 

It is apparent that the three years 
ahead of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs will be active ones, 
and will be productive of many ad- 
vances. 


BIENNIAL. The story of the na- 
tion-wide art contest appearing in last 
week’s column being incomplete 
through error in the type setting the 
result as reported at the Biennial is 
herewith given. The second place 
prize of $25.00 in this contest for the 
best community art festival held this 
year in the United States with more 
than 30 states and several hundred 
communities competing went to Ar- 
lington, Mass., where of a population 
of 30,000 there was an attendance of 
5000 at the festival. Craftsmen were 
shown at various types of work, in- 
cluding Oriental rug-weaving and soap 
carving. There was a |marionette 
show put on by a young boy who 
wrote the play, built the stage, ar- 
ranged the lighting and had full 
charge of the performance. The only 
cost of the show was $8, all other 
service being donated.

Serg. Richard L. Rnnnon of tho 
Newton police deserves commenda- 
tion for the activity he displays in 
prosecuting persons who opernte nu- 
tomobiles with disregard for the lives 
and safety of the public. 

The work on Washington street is 
proceeding more slowly than expect- 
ed. The side lane which is being 
laid is of a type of surface known 
as “Type D” composed of layers of 
different size broken stone with the 
top layer consisting of fine pen stone. 
The lower layer of stone is given nn 
asphalt emulsion and the top layer is 
premixed with asphalt. It requires 
much more rolling than the ordinary 
hutuminous macadam commonly used 
on State highways. 

The street It now opened to traffic 
on Its now surface ns far as Adams 
street; the three lanes on the north 
side having been completed for the 
past couple of days. The way a car 
rolls over tills improved surfnce is in 
happy contrast to the torturing jour- 
ney one experienced over the old sur- 
face. 

The diffusion of electric waves 
through the air, ns exemplified by 
radio ought to give some inventive 
genius nn idea. Why go to the ex- 
pense of hauling nitrates thousands 
of miles from Chili? Why spend mil- 
lions at Muscle Shoals to extract ni- 
trates from the air? Hold national 
political conventions yearly, and the 
spell-binders who orate at such gath- 
erings will provide soil-tonic for the 
country’s needs. 

In the Boston Post recently was 
a featured article giving the views of 
Roger Bnlison on bringing back pros- 
perity. The Wellesley oracle on fin- 
ance and economics was quoted as 
saying that drastic cuts in wages are 
necessary to end the depression: that 
those who have had cuts of 20% have- 
n’t been slashed at all. Mr. Babson 
was also quoted as saying — "We must 
have greater economy in government. 
Taxes must be placed on those best able 
to pay. I am glad to say that the mea- 
sures just passed by Congress do place 
most of the additional taxes upon the 
ealthy classes Instead of the masses 
of workers." 

Many of the masses of workers who 
are finding it almost impossible to pay 
heavy taxes on their real estate be- 
lieve that much property which is now 
owned by wealthy individuals and 
corporations, and which is exempted 
from taxation, ought to be taxed. For 
Instance, property owned by the Bab- 
son organization in Wellesley, and es 
timated to have a valuation of 
very large amount has for years 
been exempted from taxation on 
the contention that It is an educational 
institution. And Mr. Babson owns a 
12,000 acre ranch In Florida, lives in 
a millionaire’s colony there during the 
winter months and apparently must be 
included among the wealthy.

The Animal Rescue League of Bos- 
ton which performs a great amount of 
humane work In relieving the distress 
of animals scored a victory yesterday 
in the Newton Court. Judge Charles J. 
Brown of East. Boston, who was presid- 
ing, not only foiled Isadore Levine of 
not guilty of the larceny of a cat 
which was the property of George W. 
Lane, 11 Bacon street. Newton, but he 
commended the Rescue League for 
having killed the cat. 

On June 20 the Animal Rescue 
League received a telephone message 
from some person, whose identity is 
not known, stating that a diseased, 
stray cat was hanging around the rear 
of the Paramount Theater at Newton. 
Levine received an order to get the 
cat and proceeded to Newton in the 
animal ambulance he drives. He found 
the cat, which was obviously diseased, 
on the front porch of Lane’s home, 
which is behind the theatre, and he 
took the cat. Levine testified that the 
feline was mangy, and he supposed it 
did not belong at the house. Lane, 
who had obtained a warrant charging 
I. ovine with larceny, when he missed 
his pet, which was cnUed “Buffy,” told 
the court that the cat was taken in 
his absence from the house. He said 
that the pet had been treated by him 
for a skin ailment, but was otherwise 
apparently healthy and had a good ap- 
petite. When Lane learned that his 
pet had been taken by the Animal 
Rescue League, he got in touch with 
its headquarters and was informed 
that the cat had been put to death 
when it was brought there. 

Dr. Wesley Young, veterinarian for 
the League told the court that the cat 
had been suffering from a bad case 
of mange, and that when it was per- 
mitted to roam at large it was a men- 
ace, not only to other animals, but to 
man, as the disease is communicable. 
He offered to show the embalmed 
body of “Buffy,” which was present in 
a wooden box, to Judge Brown as evi- 
dence. The judge showed no inclina- 
tion to take advantage of this privi- 
lege and declined the offer stating that 
he would accept Dr. Young’s state- 
ment. William Sheehey, attorney for 
Mr. Lane, argued that his client’s 
property rights had been violated 
when the cat was taken. Judge Brown 
ruled that not only was no crime com- 
mitted by Levine when he took the 
cat, but the Rescue League had per- 
formed a humane act by putting the 
cat out of misery. 


FIRE IN NONATUM FACTORY

Charles F. Leach, 21, of 206 Beeth- 
oven avenue, Waban, was on trial in 
the Newton court yesterday as a re- 
sult of a fatal automobile accident at 
Chestnut Hill early, on the morning 
of May 30. The car driven by Leach 
crashed head-oa into a large truck of 
the Deerfoot Farms on Beacon street 
and Natalie Young of Woburn, a pas- 
senger in the car was killed. Pa- 
trolman McCormick testified that he 
saw the car driven by Leach speed by 
him at a rate of 65 to 70 miles an 
hour; that the car was on the wrong 
side of the road, and was being so 
operated when it hit the truck. Lieut. 
Moan, Serg. Sheridan. Patrolmen Hen- 
rikus, Howley and Stevens testified 
that Leach was drunk. Dr. West, med- 
ical examiner, testified that he talked 
with Leach at the Newton Hospital 
and the latter appeared to he under 
the influence of alcohol. Agnes Nylin 
of Allston, who was riding in the car 
driven by Leach, testified that she 
had not seen him drink prior to the 
accident, but she admitted the car 
was going at a high rate of speed. 

Judge Brown of East Boston, who 
presided, held Leach for the Grand 
Jury in $2025 bail on charges of man- 
slaughter. driving under the influ- 
ence of liquor, and drunkenness.

A large wooden building on Kemp- 
ton place, West Newton, was de- 
stroyed by fire on Monday night. The 
building, a large wooden structure, 
blazed so fiercely that tenement 
houses nearby caught fire and a stor- 
age warehouse across the street was 
threatened.

A cement garage attached to the 
burned building was damaged. It 
contained trucks owned by Ralph 
Hamden of Watertown. Traffic on 
Washington and Watertown streets 
was blocked while the fire was in 
progress.

SEVERAL INCENDIARY FIRES IN 
NEWTON 

Monduy night ut 8:01 u now house 
ut 42 Brae Burn road, Auburndale, 
was damaged by fire to the extent of 
about $2000.

A special meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen was held on Tues- 
day night by order of Mayor Weeks. 
This meeting was called to take ac- 
tion on the Mayor’s recommendation 
that $10,000 be appropriated to grade 
and improve the reservation along the 
middle of Commonwealth avenue. It 
was explained at tills meeting that 
about 80 able-bodied ex-service men 
have been receiving soldiers aid from 
the city, and 150 men have been em- 
ployed at the City Home, puttering 
about, largely in each other’s way, in 
return for aid given by the Welfare 
Department of the city. The first men 
to he put to work on Commonwealth 
avenue will be the 80 who have been 
getting soldiers’ relief. These will re- 
ceive 40 cents an hour wages, and 
if they do not obtain as much as 
they have been receiving from the re- 
lief payments, tlie difference will he 
made up by the city. Next week 
many of the 150 men who have been 
working at the City Home, will he 
given employment on the avenue im- 
provement work. They, also, will he 
paid 40 cents an hour, but their 
weekly wages will amount to less than 
will he given to those getting “sol- 
dier’s relief.” 

At the meeting on Tuesday night 
It was explained that the work on the 
avenue will he under the supervision 
of Richard White & Sons of West 
Newton, ostensibly as a contract job. 
This is done to circumvent the Civil 
Service law, which would restrict 
those employed to men who are on 
tlie Civil Service list. For supervis- 
ing tlie work, and furnishing equip- 
ment, the White Brothers will receive 
$50 weekly, in addition to 5% of the 
cost of the job. Alderman Collins 
stated that when the $10,000 appro- 
priated is used up, more money will be 
appropriated. Answering a question put 
by Alderman Grebenstein, President 
Collins replied that if any able bod- 
ied man refuses to work, such a per- 
son may be denied further relief. He 
also explained that the Mayor’s Relief 
Committee is still functioning; has 
250 men on its list who need aid, and 
has $22,000 remaining In its treasury. 
Tills money will be spent in the near 
future on relief work, and a drive 
made for further funds.

Donald McKay To Run For Alderman

He has 
taken an active part in obtaining pen- 
sions for disabled soldiers, is listed 
as u disabled veteran himself, and was 
the leader of the Massachusetts del- 
egation In the recent “Bonus March” 
on Washington. E. Mark Sullivan has 
long been prominent in the ranks of 
the Republican party in this State and 
his campaign committee indicates that 
the “Irlsh-Republicans” in the active 
ranks of the G. O. P. demand recogni- 
tion. While attending Boston Col- 
lege, Mr. Sullivan resided with rela- 
tives in Auburndale. Mr. Wood has 
sought persistently, and frequently 
obtained public offices in Cambridge 
and the State.

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RETAIL TRADE IN NEWTON 

The recent issuance of a comprehensive analysis of the 
major retail markets of the nation reveals the fact that 
Newton is below the average for the United States. The 
analysis is based upon the first official census of retail sales 
made by the government in connection with the 1930 census. 
With the index of 100 as the average for the country, retail 
sales in Newton at 79 rate our city 21 per cent below the 
average as against 119 for all of Massachusetts. The picture 
is not as dark as might be imagined for Newton merchants, 
however, as in several lines of trade Newton is above the 
average. In grocery oales, drug store sales, automobile sales, 
hardware sales, and in the sale of building materials the range 
in Newton above the country average is from 14 to 54 per 
cent. Of the important cities of the country Newton ranked 
high with sales amounting to $21,000,000. Among the states 
Massachusetts ranked eighth with sales amounting to tw T o 
billion, fifty-nine millions of dollars. Per capita retail sales 
expenditures in Newton in 1930 amounted to $323 as com- 
pared with $408 for the United States and $484 for the State 
of Massachusetts. One of the most important proofs these 
figures offer is the fact that Newton residents do not need to 
shop elsewhere when they can “Trade at Home” with the 
added assurance of a high standard of service and quality.

Ethiopian Tombs Yield 

Treasures of the Past 

Remarkable discoveries were made 
by an archeological expedition which 
excavated the mounds of Golm In 
the Nubian desert to the south of the 
grent temple of Abu-SImbel, 10 miles 
north of Wndy Haifa. The mounds 
proved to be grent tumuli, erected 
In the late Romnn period by the 
Ethiopians over suhterrunean tombs. 
In one of the tombs were the skele- 
tons of horses, camels, and dogs, 
slaughtered to accompany the dead 
owner on his voyage to the other 
world. Nearby was a heap of the 
bones of four ycung men, strangled 
nt the time of the death of their mas- 
ter. Pieces of rope were still knotted 
around their necks. The trappings of 
the animals presented a gorgeous dis- 
play of silver work and gnlly colored j 
cloths. The horses’ saddles were 
mounted In solid silver, delicately era- | 
bossed with Greek and Egyptian de- ( 
signs. With them were found massive [ 
silver pendants suspended from heavy 
silver chains, which were apparently i 
hung from the horse’s neck and body, i 
The harness was set with semlprec- j 
lous stones. The burial chambers had j 
evidently been plundered, but still con- 
tained great wine Jars and piles of 
dried dates intended ns sustennnee for 
the dead In the after life.

it will simply mean that they will 
pay a correspondingly lower rate of 
interest on savings deposits, and the 
interest rate on savings bank deposits 
is the one spot that has not yet felt 
any sign of depression. 

Another correlative real estate ex- 
pense that should be reduced is the 
real estate tax. In the past years, 
the cities and towns throughout the 
country did not hesitate to increase 
the valuations on real estate as it 
became more valuable, or in other 
words as real estate produced or was 
capable of producing a greater in- 
come. During the past three years, 
the income on most real estate has 
had a shrinkage of at least 25%, and 
the city or town tax assessment 
should decrease accordingly. You may 
say, ‘What’s the sense in decreasing 
real estate assessments and simulta- 
neously increasing the tax rate?’ And 
true, such an occurrence should not 
take place. The city or town budgets 
MUST be reduced. 

I am informed by one who knows 
that very nearly 75% of the annual 
budget of a city or town is consumed 
by salaries: — executives, department 
employees, laborers, policemen, fire- 
men, school teachers, etc. During the 
past twenty years all of these salaries 
have been increased, just as the sal- 
ary of the laborer, clerk, and every- 
one engaged in any business or enter- 
prise, had increased: but when we 
see all incomes in business and labor 
reduced, then why leave untouched 
the incomes of city, town, state, and 
federal employees? They have gone 
up with industry and commerce, and 
industry and commerce have led the 
way down. 

The cost of living: — rents, food, and 
clothing, has been considerably re- 
duced to meet the reduction in in- 
come or salary. The real estate own- 
er, however, has had his income re- 
duced, yes, cut to the bone, and the 
expenses on the property have not 
bad one whit of reduction! It is for 
this reason primarily that so many 
bank foreclosures have occurred, and 
if the situation is to be relieved, and 
it must be relieved, here is the way 
it must be accomplished. First mort-’ 
gage interest rates must be reduced 
to 5%, and the tax values must be 
reduced in accordance with the de- 
creased earning power of real estate 
without increasing the rate of assess- 
ment. Economic principle demdnds 
it!” 
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Want Business 
Zones on Pike 
On Boylston St. 

Hearings Held Before Alder- 
men Wednesday Night 


The Claims & Rules Committee of 
the Newton Aldermen held hearings 
on Wednesday night on petitions to 
change land on Boylston street at 
Newton Highlands, near Woodcllff rd. 
from private residence to business 
zone. Other hearings were on peti- 
tions to have land at 925 Chestnut St., 
Upper Fulls, changed from residence 
to business zone, and land on Centre 
and Walnut streets, Newton High- 
lands. 4 

James Edumas of Randolph would 
come into Newton and take advan- 
tage of the new Worcester turnpike 
by changing a residence zone into bus- 
iness so that he can start an out- 
door vegetable stand, or a gasoline fill- 
ing station. Naturally, nearby resi- 
dents were present to object. Among 
those present to protest were Ralph 
Shaw, Thomas Ford. Marion Dilling- 
ham and Donald McKay of Woodcllff 
road, and Natalie Pollard of Oakdale 
road. 

Louis Dnrdano, who lives at 925 
Chestnut street, wants to have this 
lot changed from residence to business 
zone. The purpose is to sell it to 
owners of the gasoline station now at 
the corner of Chestnut and Boylston 
streets, which will be wiped out when 
the by-pass for the new Worcester 
turnpike is built. John McIntosh, Wel- 
lesley selectman, objected. First, be- 
cause he does not want filling stations 
at the entrance to Wellesley: second- 
ly, because as a representative of the 
Wellesley Co-operative Bank, a house 
owned by the bank is located next to 
Dardano’s property, and its value 
would be impaired by the changes. Mr. 
McIntosh suid that Wellesley has 
turned down many petitions to have 
the turnpike in that town converted 
into business zones. He was assured 
by Alderman Grebenstein that this 
city does not change siflgle lots from 
residence to business zones. 

James Chesarone of 915 Chestnut 
street also opposed the change and 
stated that the gasoline station has 
been a nuisance. Mrs. Dardano 
claimed that the house owned by the 
Wellesley bank is in poor condition 
and cannot be sold. Michael Morgan 
of Richardson road, favored the peti- 
tion. He is connected with the gaso- 
line station in question and asserted 
that some of those who had opposed 
the petition had been misled by claims 
that other parcels of land on Chestnut 
street were to be changed from resi- 
dence to business zone. 

The third petition given a bearing 
was that of the Thomas Mullen es- 
tate to change land bounded by Boyls- 
ton. Centre and Walnut streets from 
residence to business zone. The pro- 
ponents of this petition called atten- 
tion to the fact that In past years 
much of this area was used for busi- 
ness purposes. Those who came to 
oppose the petition did not object to 
the change in itself, but wanted to use 
it as a wedge to bring more area in 
nearby locations into business. Among 
these objectors were Michele Cafa- 
rella of 804 Boylston street, the op- 
posite side of the new Worcester 
turnpike, who wants his land put into 
a business zone, and Henry Burke of 
1265 Walnut street, who wants his 
side of the street placed in a business 
zone, if the Mullen property is so 
zoned. They were advised to bring 
in other petitions. John Mills of 1657 
Centre street objected to the change. 
He protested against the -condition of 
the property adjoining his and claimed 
that to change the zone will further 
depreciate his property. Paul Mullen 
told Mills that he knew conditions 
when he purchased his property.

Newton Opera 
House Being 
Torn Down 

Unused Theatre Building at 
Newton Corner Razed 


Building wreckers are tearing down 
the Newton Opera House at the cor- 
ner of Centre and Pearl streets, New- 
ton Corner. The building was erect- 
ed in 1912 by Lyman C. Fisher, who 
previously had conducted moving pic- 
ture shows in Nonuntum Hall, Newton 
Corner. Newtonians at that time 
thought Fisher reckless in erecting a 
large structure for the showing of 
moving pictures, but the success he 
achieved proved his judgment good. 
The building was erected as econom- 
ically as possible and presented any- 
thing but an attractive appearance. Af- 
ter conducting the theatre for several 
years. Mr. Fisher sold the building 
and moved to New Hampshire. The 
theatre changed ownership several 
times and eventually came Into the 
possession of the Paramount Com- 
pany. When this company purchased 
the Community Theatre at Newton 
from a corporation comprised of New- 
ton citizens, the Opera House proper- 
ty was turned over to the former own- 
ers of the Community Theatre as part 
of the deal. The old theatre lias since 
been idle, and instead of being a 
source of profit to its owners, has 
been a liability, as it is assessed for 
$28,000. 

The corner on which the building 
has been located is one of the best 
business sites at Newton Corner. It 
will he even more valuable should the 
city in the future purchase the land 
about Pearl Court and along the oppo- 
site side of Pearl street for a public 
parking space.

Newton Police 
To Have Radio 
Station Soon 

Will Do Own Broadcasting to 
Police Cars 


The Newton Police Department has 
petitioned the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion for a permit to operate a short- 
wave radio broadcasting station. It 
is planned to start this station the 
coming autumn. In connection with 
the establishment of this station ex- 
periments have been carried on by 
Percy L. Spencer of West Newton, a 
radio engineer, and Prof. Frederick 
Dellenhuugh of Brookline. Tills sta- 
tion will be used in connection with 
the radio equipped patrol cars placed 
in service by the Police Department 
last winter which displaced patrolling 
of the city by policemen on foot, oth- 
er than on routes at Chestnut Hill 
and the southerly section of Ward 7 
at Newton. 

When the matter of authorizing an 
appropriation for automobiles for this 
patrol work was brought before the 
Board of Aldermen in 1931, it was ex- 
plained that these cars would be 
equipped with short-wave radio re- 
ceiving sets, and that the broadcasting 
would be from the station of the State 
Police at Framingham. Now, it is 
stated, that this arrangement is not 
satisfactory, and the Police Depart- 
ment needs its own broadcasting sta- 
tion. 


Claim Old Barn 
Is Nuisance and 
Fire Menace 


Ward 7 Residents Ask Remov- 
al of Whittemore Barn 

A group of residents of Whittemore 
road. Newton appeared before the 
Claims and Rules Committee of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen on Wed- 
nesday night urged removal of a large 
barn owned by the Whittemore es- 
tate and located between Whittemore 
road and Washington street, Newton. 
A generation ago it was used to stable 
a fine herd of cows owned by the late 
Mr. Whittemore. The petitioners for 
the removal of the barn allege it is 
an eyesore which makes it difficult to 
rent or sell houses on Whittemore 
road, and that it also is a fire haz- 
ard. James E. Dolan, whose residence 
is near the barn stated it is used 
as rendezvous by * boys and that a 
quantity of straw stored in it makes 
it a fire hazard. 

Thorndike Whittemore of Boston, 
representing the Whittemore estate 
stated that the old barn is used for 
the storage of furniture and an auto- 
mobile. He denied the contention 
that the structure is a fire hazard and 
said that there is an assessed valua- 
tion of $1000 on the building. 


About Town

A Newtonville resident suggests 
that attention he called to a danger- 
ous form of amusement practiced by 
boys on Walnut street, between Low- 
ell avenue and Foster street. The 
youngsters have been blowing whistles 
similar to those used by policemen, 
so that drivers of automobiles will be 
fooled and stop their cars. Some 
drivers have been fooled, and have 
stopped cars so suddenly that other 
cars following have nearly collided. 
This kind of perverted fun should he 
stopped by the police before a serious 
accident results. 

On July 1st fire insurance rates on 
certain types of dwellings in Mas- 
sachusetts were increased. Newton 
still remains in Class A. getting pre- 
ferred rates on fire insurance, but the 
State-wide increases offset the reduc- 
tions allowed last year on many 
houses in this city. The reason for 
the increase is — that the loss experi- 
ence of insurance companies on frame 
dwellings in Massachusetts for the 
past 5 years 1ms been heavy, being 
over 58%. During the past few years 
there has been a large number of in- 
cendiary fires. Very few convictions 
for arson have resulted. So. the pub- 
lic in general must furnish the money 
paid to the comparatively few crimin- 
als who jeopardize the lives and prop- 
erty of others by setting fires to col- 
lect insurance. 


Tlie huge, dilapidated horse-drawn 
wagon which for years has been used 
to collect paper and rubbish from the 
business districts of Newton and New- 
tonville will be seen no more on our 
streets.

80 on Commonwealth Avenue, 
70 on Playgrounds 


Three public improvements are un- 
derway in this city now which are giv- 
ing employment to 150 men who have 
been out of work. The largest project 
Is that on Commonwealth avenue 
where 80 former service men are en- 
gaged in grading the reservation along 
the center of the avenue, where In 
past years the electric cars of the 
Middlesex & Boston Street Railway 
ran. This park plot will be graded, 
grassed and planted with shrubs at 
certain places. When completed it 
will greatly add to the attractiveness 
of tlie avenue. The 80 men engaged 
in this work have been drawing “sol- 
diers relief and all of them were will- 
ing to give their labor in exchange for 
tlie money they receive. 

At Edmunds Park in the Cabot 
Woods area 40 men are at work grad- 
ing and landscaping the 36 acres of 
this large wooded playground. At the 
Hawthorn street playground at No- 
nantum 30 men are employed digging 
a drain and making other improve- 
ments. These 70 men were given em 
ployment through the Mayor’s Relief 
Committee, which is furnishing the 
money to pay them. They are work- 
ing four day's a week, and receive 
wages of $3 a day. 

The men obtaining Soldier’s Relief 
and working on Commonwealth ave- 
nue are being paid by the City of 
Newton. At the last meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen an appropration 
of $10,000 was made to provide funds 
for this work. Further appropriations 
will have to be made, as the entire 
four miles length of the reservation 
will be improved eventually. 

Lt. Gov. Youngman 
Says Public Funds 
Are Squandered 

At the regular weekly meeting of 
the Newton Kiwanis Club on Tuesday 
tlie speaker was Lieut. Governor Wil- 
liam S. Youngman. He criticised 
waste in the conduct of State a: airs 
and the squandering of taxpayers 
money by the Governor’s Council and 
he cited the Worcester turnpike as a 
glaring example. Referring to it he 
said — 

"The way I hooked onto' it was 
finding $363,000 going to Mr. Bub- 
son and his associates and it was 
called miscellaneous expenses.’ I 
have photostatic copies of the rec- 
ords and of the contracts here. 

“The franchise was bought at a re- 
ceiver’s sale on a shoestring. Pur- 
chasers were able to borrow every 
dollar to put into it. 

“The public misunderstood this 
thing at first because it was so rot- 
ten. they couldn’t understand it. I 
don’t care if Babson’s whole force is 
here. If I am elected governor. I’ll 
go after him and try to get back the 
$200,000 that he got. 

“The pockets of the people are 
not inexhaustible as some think at 
the State House. Economy can start 
in tlie Governor’s chamber and coun- 
cil. as they have been handing out 
contracts like kisses.” 


Political News 

There will be no lack of candidates 
for the Democratic nomination or the 
Republican nomination for Represen- 
tative to Congress from the 9th Dis- 
trict. Congressman Robert Luce will 
have several opponents for the Repub- 
lican nomination. Principal among 
them is Ralph P. Robart of Cambridge 
who says he will take a strong stand 
against prohibition and pledge himself 
to work for tlie repeal of the ISth 
Amendment. Robart served with dis- 
tinction in the 26th Division. A. E. F 
He twice ran against tlie late Mayor 
Quinn of Cambridge and was defeated 
both times. For over 2 years he bus 
served as director of the State Divi- 
sion on the necessaries of life. 

Another candidate for the Republi- 
can nomination is Jacob Wasserman 
of 126 Manet road. Chestnut Hill. 
Wasserman has been a resident of 
this city for only about a year. Sev- 
eral days ago upon inquiry at City 
Hall, the GRAPHIC was informed that 
he was not registered as a voter in 
Newton and had not been' assessed. 

Additional candidates for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination include Frederick 
S. Deltrick of Cambridge who some 
years ago represented the old Sth 
District in Congress. Deitrick one 
year opposed David I. Walsh for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor, 
und lost. He is a lawyer and an- 
nounces thut one of his aims in run- 
ning is to carry the 9th District for 
Roosevelt. He blames much of the 
present depression on “the looting of 
the American public by the special 
interests.” Another Democratic can- 
didate is Edward F Dalton of 36 Pine 
Crest road, Newton Centre. He is a 
lawyer by profession und has been a 
resident of this city for several years. 
Other candidates are Walter J. Cuslck 
of Brookline and John L. Delaney of 
Cambridge.

Newton Safe 
Place For 

Children 

Records Show Fewer Injured 
Here Than in Other Cities 

According to a statement recently 
issued by the Massachusetts Safety 
Council, the city of Newton is still the 
model city for safety for children of 
ail New England, in spite of the fact 
that its record for 1931 showed more 
than a 100 per cent increase over the 
record of the previous year. The Com- 
mittee explains its statement by say- 
ing that the record of 62 children in- 
jured in 1930 was abnormally low. so 
much so that Newton still has the 
best record in this field of safety work 
in spite of the fact that 140 children 
were injured last year. 

“In the group of cities comparable 
in population for this purpose" says 
the Safety Council,” are Quincy, 
Brockton. Medford. Malden. Holyoke, 
Everett. Revere and Chelsea. For the 
entire group Newton had the lowest 
rate last year. The average for the 
other cities was 195 injured: in New- 
ton the number of children’s accidents 
was 140.” The Council further states 
that the difference in size of the cities 
above named, including Newton, are 
unimportant in rating motor vehicle 
safety, as accidents are governed 
much more by the volume of flow of 
traffic than by small differences in 
population. 

Mr. Herman. Director of Newton 
playgrounds, and his staff of work- 
ers are not resting on their oars 
this summer because of the enviable 
record which has already been made, 
but are carrying on an intensive edu- 
cational campaign for greater safety 
with children in connection with their 
playground work this summer. The 
instructors take the children to the 
danger spots in their community and 
actually teach them how to cross the 
streets, properly. Safety films sup- 
plied by the Massachusetts Safety 
Council have also been shown in the 
school buildings in all parts of the 
city during the past week. 

In connection with this drive for 
motor vehicle safety, there is also a 
campaign on for greater safety in 
swimming. All boys and girls who 
have not already qualified are urged 
to go to Crystal Lake and earn their 
beginners' swimmers pins. The stan- 
dard is being held up to them that 
every boy and girl fourteen years of 
age should have a swimmer’s pin.

INSTALLMENT PAYMENT OF 
TAXES 


To the Editor: 

Your issue of today contains a 10- 
page list of properties to be sold for 
taxes. It seems an appropriate time 
to consider the plan of installment 
payment of taxes recently adopted in 
Portsmouth. Virginia. 

Portsmouth is a small city just op- 
posite Norfolk. Its population in 1910. 
the last year of which I have reports, 
was a trifle over 33.000. To meet the 
situation arising from increasing tax 
delinquency it has devised a scheme 
which has been In operation only a 
short time but which gives every 
promise of success. 

Taxpayers are invited (not as yet 
required) to pay their taxes in week- 
ly, semi-monthly, monthly, or semi- 
annual installments at their conveni- 
ence. On such installments they re- 
ceive interest of 6% — a rate higher 
than could be obtained at the bank. 
They are given tax deposit books sim- 
ilar to Christmas savings bank books 
and the interest accrued at the end 
of tlie year is to be deducted from 
the amount still owned on the tax 
bill. 

The city is able to pay so high a 
rate of interest for three reasons: It 
draws interest on installments deposit- 
ed In the bank; it is to some extent 
relieved from costly borrowing in an- 
ticipation of taxes; it anticipates a de- 
crease In tax delinquencies at tlie 
close of the year. 

This plan is described in the July 
issue of the National Municipal Re- 
view. which may be seen in the New- 
tonville branch of the library. While it 
had been in operation only two weeks 
at the time the account was written, 
$40,000.00 of tax installments had al- 
ready been paid. It has been estima- 
ted that it successful it will mean a 
reduction of the tax rate on real es- 
tate of 85 cents per $1000.00 of as- 
sessed valuation.

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TAX RETURNS DROP CONSIDERABLY 

There will be a substantial drop in the amounts to be re- 
ceived by the City in the form of tax reimbursements of the 
State, according to a preliminary estimate by the State Com- 
missioner of corporations and taxation. Henry F. Long. In 
1931 Newton received a total of $548,000 which will be re- 
duced this year to but slightly more than $400,000. The 
drop in the returns is due largely to a shrinkage in various 
forms of revenue such as income, business and foreign cor- 
poration excise taxes, etc. The reduction in such forms of 
income is one of the many reasons why it is imperatve that 
the cost of government, both state and municipal, must be 
reduced. 


HALF A MILLION IN DIVIDENDS 

Mutual savings banks whose dividend periods come in 
July will release dividends amounting to twenty millions of 
dollars in the state of Massachusetts. Dividends of the local 
mutual savings institution total $478,581, or within a few 
thousand dollars of a round half million. It is an interesting 
fact that not one of the mutual institutions of the 194 active 
savings banks in the state will fail to pay its dividend this 
year. The distribution of this sum, either in money or ad- 
ditional credits in passbooks of depositors cannot fail to be of 
benefit. It comes perhaps at the moment of greatest need.

To Complete 
New City Hall 

Aldermen in Long Meeting, 
Mostly Secret Session 


A regular meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen was held on Mon- 
day night. The meeting wan called 
to order at 8:12 and at 8:15 Herbert 
Parker began a lengthy address to 
the Board which is dealt with else- 
where in this issue of the GRAPHIC, 
At 9:30 a "short recess" was taken 
which lasted until 11:40. Most of 
the two hours spent in the "huddle’ 
was consumed by the Licenses and 
Claims and Rules Committees. The 
latter held a conference, under cov- 
er, with the remainder of the Board 
regarding the sand and gravel pit at 
Washington street. Lower Falls, oppo- 
site Beacon street. 

The first matters on the docket 
were hearings on petitions of the Edi- 
son Company for pole locations on 
Mossfleld road, Greenlawn avenue and 
North street, Newton Centre. A lo- 
cation for one pole is desired on the 
latter street. Alderman Grebenstein 
Informed the Board that Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald of North street wants an un- 
derground conduit instead of the 
pole. Most residents in this city do 
not favor underground conduits be- 
cause of the additional cost they en- 
tail to customers. 

No person appeared to favor or op- 
pose when hearings were announced 
on the petitions of the Texas Com- 
pany for a permit to erect and main 
tain a filling station at 928 Chestnut 
street, Newton Upper Falls; and the 
Colonial Oil Company to increase its 
storage capacity at its station, 94 
Winchester street. Newton Highlands. 
Lester Fineberg of Brighton appeared 
in favor of the petition of the New- 
ton Tire Company for a permit to in- 
stall a 500 gallon tank for gasoline 
at the rear of the Charlton Building, 
237 Washington street. He gave as 
a reason for wanting the tank that 
he uses gasoline in his business, 
Chief Itandlett has disapproved of 
this petition. The Charlton Building 
contains apartments in its upper 
floors. 

Appropriations passed by the Board 
included — Claim of Katherine O’Con- 
nell $50, pension for Loreto Mazzola 
$389.25, police and fire signals $4130, 
Police Department, 1931 bill, $37.50; 
repairs on police garage, $1000; 
Street Department, sewer in Howard 
street. West Newton, $1317; sewer 
work on Roylston street, $15,000; 
widening Windsor road at Beacon 
street, $2300; water mains, $1900; fur- 
nishings for City Hall and War Me- 
morial, $52,000. 

The Licenses Committee disap- 
proved of the petition of John Donnel- 
ly & Sons for billboards on Needham 
street, Newton Upper Falls. This ac- 
tion will probably be ignored by the 
Department of Public Works of the 
Commonwealth, which in recent years 
has nullified the efforts of Newton’s 
Aldermen to keep billboards out of the 
city. The Board voted to grant a 
filling station permit to William Scul- 
ly at 44-58 Winchester street, Newton 
Highlands, and also a permit for a 
garage repair shop at that locus. 
Leave to withdraw was given on these 
petitions — William Barr, common vic- 
tualler license at 100 Needham street; 
Silver Lake Garage, 1 additional pump 
at 444 Watertown street; Alphonse 
Comeau, 1 additional pump, corner of 
Bridge and California streets. 

On recommendations of the Claims 
and Rules Committee the following 
petitions were refused — James Edu 
mas, change of zone from residence 
to business at Roylston street near 
Woodeliffe road; B. Generazio, chang- 
ing land at Eliot street and Circuit 
avenue from residence to business 
zone; Henry Whittlesey, waiver of 
set-back line on River place, Waban; 
Antonio Mandile, right to use Jackson 
street as two-way street. 



Coleman Brothers 
Get Worcester 
Pike Contract 


Their Bid is $262,000 Lower 
Than Engineer’s Estimate 


The contract for constructing the 
section of the Worcester turnpike 
through the City of Newton has been 
awarded to Coleman Brothers of Bos- 
ton. The bids were opened last week 
and ranged from $680,472.41 submit- 
ted by Coleman Brothers, to $832,- 
033.85. There were twelve bidders. 
The cost of the job, as estimated by 
the engineers of the Department of 
Public Works was $842,000. Coleman 
Brothers bid was $42,513 under the 
next lowest bidder. The highest bid 
of twelve submitted was $832,033.86. 
The third and fourth lowest bids were 
$62,000 more than Coleman Brothers. 

A conference was held Tuesday be- 
tween Coleman Brothers, State and 
Newton officials. The contractors 
agreed to employ Newton residents as 
much as possible. Work has already 
been started on the Wellesley side of 
the Charles River removing rails and 
poles of the Boston & Worcester St. 
Railway. Work on the new bridge 
over the river will start on Monday. 


Training Camps 
Of Great Benefit 
To Newton Boys 

Floyd Sawyer Endorses Camps 
After Study 


When I first decided to visit Fort 
Adams I was frankly skeptical of the 
value of our military training camps 
either to the government or to the 
young men themselves. But since my 
study of the work of this camp first 
hand, my opinion has completely 
changed regarding this arm of our 
national defense. 

Nearly all countries in the world 
have a system of compulsory military 
training, but we have decided to stick 
to the volunteer system in the United 
States. The result is that more young 
men between the ages of 17 and 25 
are applying for entrance to these 
camps than Congress will appropri- 
ate money for. 

The young men are built up in 
health, mind and body. They enjoy 
their month’s training in discipline 
and citizenship, and enter into the 
military aspect with no illusions of 
any "glory" of war. They frankly 
realize the horror of war in all its 
phases, but are determined that by 
being prepared in this way, there will 
be no more need of sending untrained 
thousands into the battlefields to un- 
timely ends. They realize our best 
insurance against war is to have many 
trained men in civil life who can 
step into the military organization 
and know what is wanted of them 
from the start. 

To my mind, it is about time we 
citizens began to give these train- 
ing camps more support. We should 
try to have Congress appropriate more 
runds for this, our cheapest form of 
National Defence, a form which en- 
ables countless Reserve Officers to 
have actual experience handling men. 

I find that all our Newton lads at 
Camp Adams are having the time of 
their lives and are enjoying the thrill 
of firing the big 155 MM and anti- 
aircraft guns at Sachuest Point 
here they are now on an over-night 
hike. 

The Newton boys are as follows: 
Robert A. Claffee, 14 Trowbridge 
street, Newton Centre; Stanley Le- 
vine, 60 Cedar street, Newton Centre; 
Anson Albree, 49 Shaw street, West 
Newton; Douglass Muir, 158 Prince 
street, West Newton. 

They all plan to get more Newton 
lads to apply for this camp next 
year, and after seeing their camp 
grounds, training activities, sports, 
the regular army and reserve officers 
who are training them, I don’t blame 
them. I think I would want to be 
here year after year, it is wonderful.

Monday night was very warm, but 
this fact did not stop a large group 
of Newton Centre residents from 
traveling to City Hall at West New- 
ton to protest against petitions on 
which public hearings were held that 
night by the Board of Aldermen. 
These petitions have been presented 
by the Standard Oil Company and 
the Lincoln Realty Company. A ma- 
jority of persons In this country know 
something of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. The Lincoln Realty Company is 
the owner of the one-story brick busi- 
ness block numbered 552-564 Com- 
monwealth avenue, Newton Centre. 
One end of this block is on Chestnut 
terrace. This building contains seven 
stores. Some of the stores are va- 
cant. The petitions read as follows: 

Standard Oil Company, for permit to 
petitioner, under Zoning Ordinances 
of the said City of Newton, to alter, 
enlarge and reconstruct building or 
buildings now located on premises 
situate, and numbered 552-564 inclu- 
sive on Commonwealth avenue, in said 
City of Newton, in accordance with 
plans and specifications for such al 
teration, enlargement and reconstruc- 
tion, filed with said petition: 

And for permit to petitioner to use 
and enjoy said building or buildings, 
now existing on said premises, anc^ 
said building or buildings as altered, 
enlarged and reconstructed as prayed 
for, as. and in. a continuing non-con- 
forming use, as a gasoline selling 
station, and gasoline service station, 
and as a motor vehicle repair station. 

And for permit to petitioner to ex- 
tend said continuing use for and as a 
gasoline selling station, and gasoline 
service station, and motor vehicle re- 
pair station, of building or buildings, 
now located on said premises to, and 
introduced into, any new buildings 
on said premises, erected or con- 
structed, by permission of said Board 
of Aldermen under said petition, as 
part of a gasoline selling station, and 
gasoline service station, and motor 
vehicle repair station, existing and es- 
tablished on said premises, at the time 
of the passage of said revised Zon- 
ing Ordinances of 1929, of said City 
of Newton. 

Lincoln Realty Co., for license to 
keep, store, distribute and sell, sub- 
ject to all the requirements of law 
bow or hereafter in force, on or with- 
in the premises of applicant, in the 
City of Newton, as hereinafter de- 
scribed, additional petroleum prod- 
ucts or by-products thereof, or other 
inflammable fluids, of kind and in 
quantities as follows: 

6,000 gallons gasoline, in under- 
ground tanks and in pumps aud pipe- 
lines in connection therewith; 

400 gallons motor oils, to be kept in 
steel containers in the buildings on 
the premises; 

60 gallons kerosene, to be kept in 
steel containers; at and within prem- 
ises numbered 552-564, inclusive, on 
Commonwealth avenue, in said City. 

The petitioners were represented by 
Herbert Purker of Lancaster, former 
Attorney General of Massachusetts, a 
leader of the bar, and a gentleman 
with a national reputation for erudi- 
tion. Mr. Parker appeared several 
years ago before the Newton Board 
of Aldermen as attorney for the Stan- 
dard Oil Company when that company 
presented a petition similar in many 
respects to the petition given a hear- 
ing on Monday night. On his first ap- 
pearance in connection wtih a petition 
for a gasoline filling station, Mr. Par- 
ker pleaded for an extension of a non- 
conforming use at 1030 Common- 
wealth avenue. This locus was owned 
by Joseph Crowell who had conduct- 
ed a filling station there in conjunc- 
tion with a garage he owned. The 
Standard Oil Company desired this 
site for a modern filling station. This 
locus was part of the “triungle” which 
then was being mentioned as the site 
of the new City Hall which Newton 
might build in the future. Because of 
this, the then Board of Aldermen (or 
some members in It) were reluctant 
to grant any permit there for a gaso- 
line filling station. Therefore, ex-Al- 
derman Ross, then a member of the 
Board, asked Mr. Parker if the Stan- 
dard Oil Company would claim ap- 


preciable damages from the city if 
this locus were taken in the future 
as part of the new city hall site? Mr. 
Parker replied that he felt quite sure 
his client would not ask for damages, 
other than the purchase cost of the 
site and the building erected thereon. 
The petition was subsequently grant- 
ed, the station built, and successfully 
operated until a couple of months ago, 
when It was removed. 

Mr. Parker’s attitude last Monday 
night In his argument in favor of the 
granting of the present petition was 
quite different from the attitude he 
displayed when asking for the station 
at 1030 Commonwealth avenue. On 
last Monday night Mr. Parker told the 
Aldermen In unmistakable English, of 
which he is a master, that the laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts and the zoning ordinance, make 
it compulsory for the petitions to be 
granted. He said the petitions do not 
Involve any new right, as applied to 
the property at 552-564 Commonwealth 
avenue, that was not In force before 
zoning was established in this city in 
1922. The petitions are merely pre- 
sented to comply with the formal re- 
quirements of Newton's zoning ordin- 
ance. and to affirm an existing right. 
He contended that there was a filling 
station and service station permit 
granted at the locus In 1917 or 1918, 
and that it has been in continual use 
since. The issue is purely one of law; 
no new use or privilege is being asked 
for. He said he has made a careful 
study of zoning laws and prior to the 
Constitutional Convention in 1919 
question existed aa to the constitu- 
tionality of the zonttg law. He called 
attention to the fact that a zoning or- 
dinance cannot inAose upon estab- 
lished rights of projLrty owners. He 
argued that the petitions comply with 
Newton’s zoning ordinance as passed 
in 1922 and revised In 1929. Mr. Par- 
ker stated that In 1917 or 1918 a per- 
mit was also issued for garage at the 
locus, but his client would not ask 
that a permit be granted which will 
include provision for a continuance of 
the automotive repair shop. This 
clause had been it&eried In the peti- 
tion so that every aspect and issue of 
the property’s existing rightful use 
may be included. 

Ho told the aldermen that his client 
would be agreeable to have them pre- 
scribe the details of the structure in 
their order. He commented that gaso- 
line is a vital element in our life to- 
day, and it is proposed to use the 
locus primarily for the sale of gaso- 
line and its adjuncts, usually served 
by a filling station. He explained that 
some of the stores in the block will be 
removed, and others reconstructed for 
use in connection with the station 
the Chestnut Terrace end of the prop- 
erty would be kept open. Mr. Parker 
said he realizes that Commonwealth 
avenue Is one of Newton’s principal 
streets, and every building erected 
nlong it should be of a type to help 
in making the street attractive. He 
also argued that the avenue is also a 
thoroughfare of the Commonwealth 
and people passing along it must 
have conveniences required by mod- 
ern automotive traffic, such as gaso- 
line filling stations. 

Mr. Parker quoted from Section 562 
of Newton’s zoning ordinance to prove 
that the aldermen must grant the peti- 
tion. That part of Section 562 which 
he quoted reads — "A non-conforming 
building may be structurally or sub- 
stantially altered or reconstructed — 
or enlarged to permit the extension of 
a non-conforming use, and a non-con- 
forming use may be extended in an 
existing building or enlargement 
thereof, or may be introduced into a 
new building as a part of a non-cou- 
forniing establishment." Mr. Parker 
did not. however, quote the remainder 
or this section of the ordinance, which 
reads — “provided permission is ob- 
tained from the Board of Aldermen 
in accordance with the procedure 
provided in Section 576.” He also quo- 
ted from a ruling made by Chief Jus- 
tice Shaw who presided over the Su- 
preme Court of tliis Commonwealth 
in. This ruling dealt with restric- 
tions affecting the water front of 
Boston and limited the projection of 


wharfs into the harbor. Mr. Parker 
commented that Justic Shaw’s rulings 
have influenced lawmaking in this 
Commonwealth, and it is well to bring 
them to attention of people in these 
times. He asked City Clerk Grant to 
read from his records the permits 
granted for a filling station and ga- 
rage at the property in question. Mr. 
Grant read that a permit had been 
granted on March 5, 1917, to Gcr- 
flnkle & Barkin (the then owners of 
the property) for a 2 car private ga- 
rage at the Chestnut Terrace end of 
the property; and on September 27, 
1920, the Board of Aldermen voted to 
grant a permit for a gasoline filling 
station to be conducted by the New- 
ton Tire & Vulcanizing Company, then 
owned by John J. Tracy, who received 
consideration because he had served 
in the World War. The permit for the 
filling station then granted, specified 
the locus as 554 Commonwealth ave- 
nue. The tank was to be located at 
the rear of the building. The gasoline 
has since been dispensed from porta- 
ble tanks kept on the sidewalk in 
front of the automobile accessory 
store at 558 Commonwealth avenue. 
After talking for 45 minutes Mr. Par 
ker concluded. He was asked by Al- 
derman Collins if the gasoline permit 
at the location had not been granted 
just at one store number, and he had 
to acknowledge that such was the 
case. 

Sidney Von Loesecke of 16 Chest- 
nut terrace opposed the petitions. He 
said he spoke as a resident of New- 
ton, not ns the representative of a 
corporation which has a surplus of 
$100,000,000. He said that according 
to Mr. Parker the petitioners have the 
right, anyway, to build the proposed 
station and just 

station and just petitioned as a mat- 
ter of courtesy. Mr. Von Loesecke 
called attention to the fact that the 
filling station permit at the locus was 
granted for only the locus at 558 
Commonwealth avenue, and instead of 
a permit for a garage repair shop 
having been granted there (as con- 
tended by Mr. Parker) only a permit 
for a 2-car private garage had been 
granted. He argued that the petition- 
ers propose to slash 6 of the 7 stores 
from the building to make a big gas- 
oline station. He took issue with 
Parker on the legal aspect of the mat- 
ter, and referred to rulings of the 
State Supreme Court which afford pro- 
tection to householders from objec- 
tionable garages and filling stations. 
He presented a petition in opposition, 
signed by 200 taxpayers and residents, 
many of whom had acquired homes 
in the district because they believed 
the zoning ordinance would protect 
them from the intrusion of business 
into the neighborhood. 

George W. Pratt of Chestnut ter- 
race said he was a member of the 
Board of Aledrmen in 1922 when the 
zoning ordinance was passed. He 
quoted from the ordinance to refute 
t lie interpretation placed on it by Mr. 
Parker. He commented that the Al- 
dermen will listen to the City Solici- 
tor and will not be swayed by legal 
opinions from others. He said that 
Newton residents regard these peti- 
tions as attacks on the zoning ordin- 
ance. and if the petitions are granted 
property owners of this city would 
not feel secure. Mr. Pratt argued 
that the prevailing use of a zoned dis- 
trict should dominate: not an isolated 
non-conforming use. He said it would 
be a mockery to erect a wonderful new 
city hall on the avenue, and then de- 
stroy the character of the finest street 
in the city. He said the zoning ordi- 
nate was enacted to protect the resi- 
wdential character of Newton, and to 
irevent such conditions as have ruined 
erstwhile fine residential suburbs iu 
New York and New Jersey. 

Joseph Bishop, representing the 
Newton Centre Improvement Associa- 
tion. objected to the petitions. He 
said they are the entering wedges in 
an attempt to chunge Commonwealth 
avenue from a residential to a busi- 
ness district. Those present who were 
opposed to the petitions were then 
asked to stand, to register their op- 
position. Thirty-six rose.

Depression Hits 
Chaffin Fund — 
Income Is Less 

Many New Applicants Cannot 
Get Loans This Year 


The Income of the fund bequeathed 
by the late John C. Chaffin of New- 
ton to aid deserving young men and 
women of Newton to obtain higher 
education, has been lessened because 
of prevailing economic conditions. The 
fund amounts to $278,480.28. The 
maximum amount which has been 
loaned to any beneficiary is $1000. 
Up to the present time 58 young men 
and women have been assisted. They 
are supposed to repay the money 
loaned after they complete their edu- 
cation and become financially able to 
do so. As the fund has only been in 
operation a couple of years, none of 
the beneficiaries have, as yet, been 
able to pay back the loans. Most 
of them are yet undergraduates at 
colleges. 

The income from the fund this year 
Is expected not to exceed $9000. The 
total of the loans asked for by the 
41 young men and women who re- 
ceived aid last year, and who need 
more to continue their studies. Is $12, 
000. Twenty-six additional applicants 
who ask for loans totalling $10,000, 
will have to be refused. All of those 
receiving aid from the fund are do- 
ing well In their scholastic standing. 


Heart Failure 
Caused Death 
Of Buttaro Boy 

Crystal Lake Bather Was Not 
Drowned 


Daniel Buttaro. 14, of 71 Oakdale 
road. Newton Highlands, who met his 
death at the Crystal Lake bathing 
beach on Thursday afternoon was not 
drowned, nor did he receive a broken 
neck, according to the finding made 
by Associate Medical Examiner Thom- 
as M. Gallagher of Newton, who held 
an autopsy on the boy last Friday 
morning. Dr. Gallagher stated that 
the boy’s heart apparently had been 
in poor condition for some time and 
showed pronounced evidences of en- 
docarditis. Under such a condition, 
any undue exertion on the part of the 
boy was apt to cause dilation of the 
heart. Dr. Gallagher said that the 
autopsy showed no free water in the 
boy’s lungs or stomach, and his find- 
ing was that the boy’s death was the 
result of heart failure.

Aldermen Vote 
To Ban More 
Gravel Pits 


Change City Ordinance 
Stop More Eyesores 


To 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night the city or- 
dinances were amended so that in the 
future it will be necessary for anyone 
who desires to start the operation of 
a gravel pit In this city to obtain per- 
mission by vote of the Board. In the 
past the Public Buildings Commisson- 
er has had the authority to grant a 
temporary permit for one year. This 
permit gave the right to anyone to 
install gravel excavating and sorting 
equipment at a locus and dig so much 
gravel and sand that the Aldermen 
were virtually forced to grant renew- 
als of such permits. The amended or- 
dinance. which follows, was Intro- 
duced by Alderman Bail, to prevent 
further despoliation of the city by un- 
sightly gravel pits. Also to stop the 
nuisance of great numbers of heavy 
trucks travelling over streets in res- 
idential zones. 

Chapter XXXII of the Revised Or- 
dinances of 1929 is hereby amended 
by striking ont Section 561 and sub- 
stituting in place thereof the follow- 
ing section numbered 563: 

Section 563. The Public Buildings 
Commissioner, wth the written appro- 
val of the Board of Aldermen, may 
grant conditional permits, for a period 
of not more than one year for tem- 
porary buildings and uses which do 
not conform to the regulations of the 
district. Such permits shall be made 
subject to such conditions as will safe- 
guard the character of the neighbor- 
hood. Such conditional permits may 
he renewed from time to time by the 
public buildings commissioner, for 
such further time as may be deter- 
mined by the Board of Aldermen 
with the approval of the Mayor, pro- 
vided permission Is obtained from the 
Board of Aldermen in accordance with 
the procedure provided In Section 576.

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• FAIR WEATHER SIGNS 

Recent press dispatches in the daily press have told of the 
re-opening- of various mills throughout the country, with the 
resultant re-employment of many idle workers. While it may 
take some time to reduce the several millions of unemployed 
to the normal figure by such a method, it is one of the most 
hopeful signs for the future. While it is also true that in many 
instances these workers are going back at a somewhat lower 
wage than in the halcyon years the fact that they are making 
a livelihood is of importance. The re-employment of idle 
workers should affect the need for welfare aid and in time 
result in a noticeable reduction. The increase in the number 
of people employed will mean the ability to buy goods and 
an increased demand for greater production. These fair 
weather signs mean more by far than the attempt to find 
money by the imposition of taxes. Any sudden change for 
the better is, of course, impossible, but we confidently believe 
that the signs point to a steady pull in the right direction. 


REDUCTION IN POSTAL DELIVERY 

A reduction in postal service went into effect this week 
that will be watched with keen interest by residents of 
Newton. While the change from three deliveries each day 
to but two and the absorption of an occasional route among 
the other routes, as well as the non-employment of retiring 
carriers is perhaps necessary under the government plans for 
reduction in expenses, it is a possible step backward in type 
of service and will cause strenuous objjection in Newton. New- 
ton citizens have always demanded and have been accustomed 
to a high type of service. The plan of centralization put into 
effect a few years ago was patiently accepted. The new 
changes may be readily applied in some communities but 
whether or not they can be so ordered by a blanket regula- 
tion from Washington remains to be seen. Local conditions 
are the sole factor which determines their success. Newton 
will not tolerate any reduction in service. 


HEDGES A SOURCE OF DANGER 

Chief of Police Hughes has issued a request that residents,, 
of Newton living on corner lots upon which hedges and 
shrubbery are planted co-operate with efforts to reduce danger 
hazards by trimming their hedges and shrubs in order that the 
view may not be obstructed. We have frequently commented 
upon the fact that these obstructions to the view of an auto- 
mobile driver have caused accidents and near-accidents. We 
again add our plea to that of the city officials. While many 
perhaps do not realize it conditions such as these are re- 
sponsible in part for the increasing auto insurance rates.

Biblical Writers Tell 

of Nimrod as “Hunter” 

Hunters are called Nlmrods from 
Genesis 10:0 where Ham’s grandson 
Nimrod Is referred to ns “a mighty 
hunter before the Lord.” The pre- 
ceding verso says that Nimrod “began 
to be a mighty one In the earth,” a 
passage which John Skinner, the 
Bible commentator. Interpreted as "the 
originator of the Idea of the military 
state, based on arbitrary force.” In 
the context It Is stated that “the be- 
ginning of his kingdom wns Babel,” 
which wns Babylon, and In Mienh G:6 
“the lund of Nltnrod” Is mentioned as 
being In the “entrances” of Assyria. 
Although these references to Nimrod 
nre undoubtedly derived from some 
ancient Bnbylonlan sagn, and mnny 
attempts have been made to Identify 
him with various historical or legend- 
ary personages known through other 
sources, no equivalent of the name 
hns ever been found on any of the 
cuneiform records excavated In As- 
syria. Bible scholars are not agreed 
as to just what Is meant by Nimrod’s 
being "a mighty hunter before th,e 
Lord.” Some commentators accept 
this description in the literal sense of 
one who hunts animals. But “glbbor,” 
the Hebrew word translated hunter In 
the Scriptures, also means hero, and 
therefore some authorities Interpret 
the phrase as signifying simply that 
Nimrod was a great warrior. At any 
rate Nimrod has become the romantic 
name for any hunter. — Pathfinder 
Mngnzine. 


Women Forbidden Use 

of Seductive Perfumes 

Today when perfume manufacturers 
boldly advertise the sense-exciting 
qualities In certain perfumes, it is in- 
teresting to note that In Englnnd in 
1770 a law was pnssed prohibiting 
cosmetic allurements. As recalled in 
the American Druggist, It rends: “All 
women, of whatever rnnk, profession 
or degree, whether virgins, maids, or 
widows, that shall from nnd after 
such act. Impose upon, seduce or be- 
tray Into matrimony, nny of his ntnj- 
esty’s subjects by scents, paints, cos- 
metic washes, artificial teeth, false 
hair, Spanish wool. Iron stays, hoops, 
high-heeled shoes and bolstered hips.” 


Watching a Waterspout 

The Britisli steamship Oronsay, 
while in the Rod sea bound for Suez, 
sighted six waterspouts within half an 
hour, two of which formed close to the 
ship. “Our attention,” said an otllcer, 
“was attracted to what ut first glance 
would appear to he the commotion of 
a shoal of fish disporting themselves 
close to the surface. As It swept by, 
only 200 feet off our starboard side, 
traveling in a southerly direction, we 
were able to notice the commotion 
caused by wind rushing round in a 
small area, the wavelets thus caused 
falling Inward toward the center. 
When a few miles astern this became 
more dense, and developed Into a large 
waterspout.”

A hasty resurvey of American his- 
tory falls to reveal the name of a 
single person who got a worthwhile 
place in the record because of whin- 
ing and complaint.

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Dr. Curtis Reads Health Paper 
Before State Assoc. 


By special request of Dr. George H. 
Bigelow, State Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Health, a paper by Dr. George R. 
Curtis, chairman of the Newton Board 
of Health, was read before the meet- 
ing of the Association of the Massa- 
chusetts Boards of Health at Worces- 
ter on Wednesday, as Dr. Curtis was 
unable to be present. Dr. Curtis ad- 
vocated for all boards of health the 
plan which has been in practice in 
Newton for years of limiting his de- 
partment to responsibilities strictly in 
the health field and leaving such work 
as garbage collection and the inspec- 
tion of plumbing to the buildings and 
street departments, where they be- 
long. Dr. Curtis’ paper was in part 
as follows: 

"A question which confronts every 
health officer at the present time is 
how he shall meet the reduction in 
Ills budget due to the present econ- 
omic depression and at the same time 
keep up the efficiency of his depart- 
ment. It seems to the writer that 
there are certain principles which 
should be followed in trying to solve 
this question, which are applicable to 
all health departments. 

“There were certain activities of a 
health department which should be 
carried on with as little curtailment 
as possible and there were certain 
others which could be curtailed with- 
out detriment to the public. 

“In the former class should be in- 
cluded the care and prevention ot 
communicable disease, especially tu- 
berculosis; the supervision of chil- 
dren. both of the preschool age and 
during school age, and the inspection 
and protection of food supplies. These 
may be called the major activities of 
a board of health and curtailment of 
any one of them may be followed by 
serious consequences, although, some- 
times it may be years before the re- 
sults become manifest. 

"In the latter class Is included the 
collection and disposal of municipal 
waste, scavenging work, and the thou- 
sand and one things which have to 
do with cleaning up conditions which 
are more unsightly than detrimental 
to public health but which the health 
department is expected to spend time 
and money in improving. 

"When a curtailment of the budget 
is required, the board of health should 
bear in mind all these more impor- 
tant and necessary functions, and 
start out with the idea that these 
must be carried on no matter what 
else in discarded. 

“I believe that one of the most im- 
portant principles to bear in mind is 
that the trained personnel should be 
retained, even though salaries must 
lie somewhat reduced, as the famil- 
iarity ot the regular staff with the rou- 
tine of the work is indispensable to 
efficiency until better times shall have 
returned and their services will still 
be available. 

“All cases of tuberculosis under the 
care of a department should be care- 
fully studied from every angle, and 
only those who are an actual menace 
to those with whom they live should 
be hospitalized, as many cases can be 
given milk and eggs at home and 
much more economically cared for 
than in a hospital. 

"On the other hand, it would be the 
height of folly to refuse to hospitalize 
a case of hilum tuberculosis, only 
to have the case progress within a few 
years to a case of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis which would become a per- 
manent charge upon the community. 

"If the activities which do not prop- 
erly l>elong under the hoard of health 
are eliminated, a marked economy will 
result from better departmental or- 
ganization, without loss to any impor- 
tant activity. Such changes will also 
result in more and better work by the 
staffs now employed. 

"If one result of the curtailment of 
expense made necessary by the pres- 
ent economic situation should be the 
sloughing off of these old illogical ac- 
tivities of hoards of health, and their 
permanent removal to other depart- 
ments. then at least, so far as boards 
are concerned, these lean years will 
have accomplished some good.” 


At Highlands 

Chief Randlett of the Newton Fire 
Department has asked Mayor Weeks 
to recommend appropriations for a 
better system of traffic control for fire 
apparatus. He wants a control switch 
installed which will enable the fire- 
men at the Newton Highlands station 
to turn on red lights at Hartford and 
Boylston streets to clear traffic for 
fire apparatus. He estimates the need- 
ed appropriation to be $1778. 

Chief Randlett also asks an appro- 
priation of $4130 for the changing of 
traffic lights on Boylston street neces- 
sitated by widening the street in the 
construction of the new Boston and 
Worcester turnpike. The boxes to be 
installed are to he located at the in- 
tersections of Boylston street with 
Chestnut street, Lucille place. Beacon 
place. Elliott street. Hartford street. 
Centre street. Walnut street. Walnut 
Hill road, Parker street and Dudley 
street. The matter will probably 
come up at the next meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Jewel Burglary 
At West Newton 

Thieves Frightened Away by 
Owner's Return 


Burglars entered the home of Wil- 
liam F. Lowell of Fuller street, West 
Newton, and stole a watch and chain 
and a silver dollar last week. The 
theft was discovered by Mr. Lowell 
last Friday evening when he came up 
from his summer home at Pocasset to 
see if all was well. The thieves has 
gained entrance by forcing a window, 
and the facts indicated that they had 
been frightened away while gathering 
their loot, as they had left the silver- 
ware. Mr. Lowell has been employed 
as sales manager at the Saco-Lowell 
shops at Newton Upper Falls. The 
thieves have not as yet been appre- 
hended.

Two claims have been filed ugainst 
the city of Newton by victims of au- 
tomobile accidents in which city cars 
were involved.

Arthur, who 
was knocked off his bicycle on the af- 
ternoon of July 14 in a collision with 
a city surveyor’s car. The automobile 
was operated by Carleton R. Sypken 
of 189 Linden street. Everett, accord- 
ing to the claim. Cook stated that 
the bicycle was valued at $25. 

Paul R. Reardon of 4 Jewett street, 
Watertown, has filed a claim for dam- 
ages caused to his automobile when 
a water department truck hacked into 
it on July 12 at Washington and 
Hovey streets.

Representative Baker Talks at 
Rotary Club 

Representative William B. Baker of 
West Newton spoke on "The Accom- 
plishments of the Last Session df the 
Legislature" at the regular meeting 
of the Newton Rotary Club on Mon 
day at the Woodland Golf Club. As a 
member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and the Recess Committees 
studying public expenditures Mr. Ba 
ker discussed many problems of In- 
terest. 

He referred to the greater interest 
being taken by the public in govern- 
ment and the forming of various or- 
ganizations with such objectives and 
to the difference in attitudes in the 
legislature in 1932 from 1931. In 1931 
the depresson had not been felt as 
severely and the program offered by 
Governor Ely called for the increase 
of money for public works as a pan- 
acea for unemployment. In 1932 the 
attitude was considerably changed 
to one of economy and only bills call- 
ing for appropriations that were nec- 
essary were enacted. 

Representative Baker mentioned 
some of the more important bills that 
came up for consideration, some of 
which were enacted and others which 
failed to pass. Among the former 
were the two hills authorizing the for- 
mation of a central savings bank and 
a central co-operative bank the pur- 
pose of which enabled the forming of 
pools through which the stronger 
banks aided the weaker banks in 
troublous times. He also spoke of 
the chain store tax hills, uniform milk 
inspection bill, and capital punish- 
ment measures. He spoke of the pas- 
sage of the bill which calls for the 
revocation of automobile licenses in 
cases of accidents where property 
damage is caused and not settled and 
which becomes effective in the early 
fall. This bill, he stated, should be 
suit In the reduction in the number 
of cases where personal injuries are 
claimed when the party causing the 
damage does not carry property dam- 
age insurance. This type of false 
claim is responsible in part for the 
present rate of compulsory insurance. 
Street railway bills which were 
passed were those under which the 
Boston Elevated took over the Chel- 
sea division of the Eastern Massachu- 
setts and the Huntington Ave. subway 
hill from Boylston St. to Brookline Vil- 
lage at an expenditure of $8,000,000. 

The two measures which will be 
on the ballot as referenda this fall 
are one by which chiropructors will 
be permitted to obtain a certificate to 
practice without first obtaining a thor- 
ough medical training from an accred- 
ited school and one dealing with the 
pre-primary convention. Under this 
latter bill city and town committees 
or delegates will meet in convention 
to approve candidates for various 
state offices. These candidates will 
carry such designation of approval 
on the ballot. It will still be possible 
for any person desiring to become a 
candidate to do so by obtaining the 
required number of signatures to nom- 
ination papers. The approval of the 
candidate by the pre-primary conven- 
tion will guide the voter who has no 
knowledge of any of the candidates 
into voting for the one with the en- 
dorsement of a responsible group. 

Referring to Governor Ely’s admin- 
istration Rep. Baker told of the pro- 
gram for public works and highways 
in 1931 when the pay-as-you-go policy 
was forsaken and nearly $14,000,000 
borrowed by the state for a four 
and five year period. In the past ten 
years under the old policy the state 
debt had been reduced from some 
forty million to less than ten mil- 
lion. In 1932 Gov. Ely had entirely 
different views and talked economy. 
Real trouble became apparent in cities 
and towns, especially in the textile 
centers where business crumbled and 
the tax paying ability of the citizens 
crumbled also. The situation led to 
the proposals of finding new sources 
of revenue through tobacco, amuse- 
ment and other taxes. One hill which 
failed of passage provided that finan- 
cial aid should be given to only those 
cities and towns which had made ef- 
forts to reduce their own expendi- 
tures. Another of the bills designed 
to relieve financial distress in various 
municipalities, called the Municipal 
Finance Act. set up a State Board 
with almost unlimited powers. Under 
certain conditions where cities and 
towns hud defaulted notes, failed to 
meet payrolls and the like on petition 
of the city officials or citizens to the 
Supreme Court could be placed under 
the control of the State Board. A pro- 
vision in this bill. Mr. Baker believed 
was the chief cause of its failure to 
pass. This provision, under which 
the Commonwealth would take over 
the municipalijty's note if the latter 
was unuhle to borrow in anticipation 
of taxes virtually placed the State 
credit behind every city and town. 
Many of the legislators felt that with 
this provision in the hill no loan would 
be made by the hunks unless the 
state’s note was attached. 

As no legislation of this character 
was passed before the legislature pro- 
rogues a recess committee was ap- 
pointed to find ways of cutting ex- 
penses of the cities, towns, counties, 
etc. The state aud municipalities find 
themselves in a similar conditiou as 
business. In the past few years the 
sky was the limit and we have been 
having most everything we wanted 
and much was undertaken that per- 
haps should not have been. It is now 
difficult to get down off the level 
There ure wuys iu which the state 
can reduce some expeuses through 
the elimination or reduction of vari- 
ous schools, commissions aud hoards 
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No Decision Is 
Reached As Yet 
On Pond P’kway 

Commission Still Considering 
Alternate Route 


The action of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission in advertising last 
Saturday for bids on that section of 
the Hammond Pond Parkway which 
will extend from the junction of Ham- 
mond and Newton streets. Brookline, 
to Boylston street, at the Newton- 
Brookllne line, gave rise to rumors 
that the Commission has decided on 
the route originally planned from 
Boylston street skirting the shore of 
Hammond's Pond as the next link in 
the parkway which will carry it to 
Beacon street. Newton Centre. The 
GRAPHIC was in communication this 
morning with the office of the Metropol- 
itan District Commission and was in- 
formed that no decision has been 
made, as yet. regarding the route to 
be followed by the parkway through 
Hammond’s Woods. The Commission 
has not changed from its decision, 
made several years ago, to build the 
parkway close to one shore of the 
pond and thence over land acquired 
from Edwin S. Webster to a point on 
Beacon street, near Hobart road. This 
route is the one approved by the Plan- 
ning Board of the City of Newton. 
A few months ago a group of residents 
of Chestnut Hill, whose properties ad- 
join the proposed route, protested just 
when work was about to be started 
on the construction of the parkway. 
Obtaining the support of Mayor Weeks 
und Representative Saltonstall. the 
protestants succeeded in procuring 
legislation which ordered the Metro- 
politan District Commission to give 
consideration to an alternative route 
which would carry the parkway some 
distance to the south of the pond. 
This alternative route would, accord- 
ing to the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission. cost over 540.000 more than 
the planned route. It would necessi- 
tate an 8 per cent, grade and two bad 
curves. The proponents of the alter- 
native route stated that while they 
would not favor such an additional 
expenditure of money, they believe the 
difference in cost will not be so great. 


NO PARKING ON SIOEWALKS 

Judge W. Lloyd Allen of the New- 
ton District Court on Saturday ruled 
that the absence of curbing does not 
permit the parking of automobiles ou 
the sidewalk, when he imposed a fine 
of $5 on Miss Celeste Callaghan of 
Ridge avenue. Newton Centre. Offi- 
cer Alfred W. Hammell charged her 
with parking her car so as to obstruct 
foot traffic. Her defense was that be- 
cause there was no curbing it was im- 
possible for her to determine where 
the street ended and the sidewalk be- 
gau. 


Municipal expenses are more of a lo- 
cal job although some burden is 
placed upon them by state laws relat- 
ing to schools, health, welfare, etc. 
Most cities and towns do more than 
the law requires in some instances 
and in Newton the speaker cited the 
fact that school is kept open about 
two weeks longer than the state 
specifies and Newton is also one of 
the few places where public kinder- 
gartens are maintained. Mr. Baker 
stated that public welfare expenses 
jumped from $4,800.00 in 192$ to uear- 
lv $24,000,000 this year. He added that 
he did not believe we had reached 
the point where we were ready to let 
the people go hungry. But we must 
face facts and prepare for some 
strenuous months ahead. He cited the 
possibility of a special session of the 
legislature being called to enai t re- 
lief measures if conditions become 
more serious. There is little use in 
raising money by taxation just to pass 
around. Such a move would he no 
more than pouring money into a sieve. 
Municipal credit must be strength- 
ened. One plan which is receiving 
favorable comment permits the state 
to pay the difference between the 
amount the municipality can pay and 
what is needed. Mr. Raker gave the 
opinion that six months or a year 
was too short a time for such a type 
of loau and that a term of four or 
five years would he more desirable 
and enable those cities aud towns that 
were iu trouble to remedy the situa- 
tion. 


Cong. Luce To 
Support Entire 
Party Platform 

Ardent Dry Seeks Continuation 
of Hoover Leadership 


Congressman Robert. E. Luce of 
Waltham, present Representative from 
the 13th district, announced yesterday 
that he would waive his personal at- 
titude toward the 18th Amendment and 
would seek reelectlon to Congress 
from the new 9th District "on the Re- 
publican platform. Including the 
piank relating to prohibition.” Mr. 
Luce, a veteran legislator and an ar- 
dent dry. has opposed the wet faction 
in Congress on every record vote. As 
his announcement reveals his upper- 
most thought in the present economic 
crisis is one of Republican unity and 
the continuation of the leadership of 
President Hoover. 

Mr. Luce’s announcement follows: 

"As a candidate for Congress from 
the new Ninth District I shall stand 
on the Republican platform, including 
the plank relating to prohibition 
Whatever my personal views in the 
matter of the 18th Amendment. I feel 
that in this economic crisis they 
ought to be waived. The all-impor- 
tant problem is that of saving our 
institutions, our country, from wreck 
and ruin. Whatever distracts us from 
that problem is gravely unwise. I 
believe that the leadership in solving 
that problem should be continued in 
the hands of President Hoover and 
his advisers. After observing at 
close range, through the recent ses- 
sion of Congress the policies and prac- 
tices of my Democratic associates in 
the House, and particularly those of 
their leader, the Speaker, now their 
nominee for Vice-President. I am 
convinced that Democratic success 
next November would be a national 
catastrophe. Rather than even make 
the slightest contribution to such a re- 
sult. I shall abide by the judgments 
of the Republican Convention. That 
body decided for submitting to State 
conventions a revision of the 18th 
Amendment Congress must prepare 
the form it shall take. One ot its 
committees will submit a draft to the 
House. It will then be the duty of 
each Republican Representative to de- 
cide whether this draft will carry out 
the pledge of the Republican plat- 
form. If I have a part therein, it 
will be my purpose to approach the 
question candidly and fairly, while at 
the same time not betraying my con- 
stituency by failing to exercise in it3 
behalf the best judgment I can com- 
mand.” 

Mr. Luce contemplates a more ex- 
tended discussion of the subject af- 
ter Mr. Hoover’s speech of acceptance. 
It Is to be expected that the Presi- 
dent. who is the leader of his party, 
will in treating the matter give still 
more unification to Republican 
thought and in carrying out this Mr. 
Luce wishes to share. Meanwhile he 
will seek some weeks of rest. The re- 
cent session, he says, was far the 
most laborious and fatiguing in all his 
legislative experience. To him it was 
all the more of a strain because of 
the task of perfecting and putting 
through the House the Home Loan 
Bank bill, a task that began with the 
session and ended only with its last 
hour. This was looked upon by the 
President as one of the most impor- 
tant of his measures for relief. It 
vitally concerned the interests of 12.- 
OOO.OOW members of building and loan 
association. — what in Massachusetts 
we know as co-operative banks. — and 
14.000.000 depositors in savings banks. 
It was the one measure promising di- 
rect help to the institutions of the 
people. To win victory from a House 
at the start unsympathetic with the 
proposal and controlled by leaders of 
a hostile party who after initial non- 
partisanship became reluctant to sup- 
port measures sponsored by Republi- 
cans and which might bring credit to 
Mr. Hoover called for all the re- 
sourcefulness Mr. Luce could com- 
mand. In the end the measure was 
sent to the Senate without a vote 
recorded in opposition. In that body 
it was strenuously fought for many 
days by Senators not in sympathy with 
the President, but at last prevailed

Hotels Long Centers of 

Public Life in America 

After the Revolution that mnde us 
a nation, the life of American cities 
was for more than a century and a 
quarter publicly centered nnd vividly 
reflected In the essentially democratic 
institution called the hotel. The club, 
an Eighteenth-century aristocratic out- 
growth of exclusive use by superior 
persons of the private parlor of the 
tnvern. smacking, therefore, of priv- 
ilege, had to wait till the 1830s or so 
for n serious revival. The hotel — 
which succeeded the tnvern — became 
every citizen’s club. 

In a little city there wns one hotel, 
says a writer In the New York Times. 
Every visitor must come to it nnd ev- 
ery really live inhabitant must drop 
around Jo look the stranger over. In 
a bigger city there might be several 
hotels. But usually one hotel wns the 
huh of community activity in any city. 

From decade to decade it was apt 
to be n different hotel ns progress, 
fnshion nnd favor determined. Never- 
theless, at any given period, when you 
said Boston or Baltimore or New Or- 
leans, or. Inter. Chicago, St. Louis or 
San Francisco, the name of a particu- 
lar hotel popped into the mind of ev- 
ery traveler or informed person. 


Eskimo History 

The Eskimos seldom are thought of 
today as a people who once dwelt in 
the interior, far from the sea. Yet 
that was their earlier history. They 
were, as archeological investigation 
seems to have established, part of the 
offshoot of the earlier migration from 
Asia ; and they established themselves 
In the forests north of Lnke Superior 
where they dwelt, apparently for n 
considerable period. 

For some reason — whether because 
of pressure from more vigorous tribes 
to southward or because of an incur- 
able nonmdic instinct — the Eskimos 
begun at last to push northward till 
they reached the verge of the Arctic. 
They spread over the coasts and the 
ndjacent Islands. Some of them fil- 
tered back over the straits Into sub- 
Arctic Siberia. Others passed toward 
Greenland, where, nine centuries ngo, 
they met the Norsemen. — Boston Post. 


Stained With Royal Blood 

A unique carpet, stained with the 
blood of the murdered Russiun czar, 
Paul I, has been added to the Museum 
of Applied Arts in Leipzig. In 1782, 
the carpet was presented by the 
French king, Louis XVI, to Paul of 
Russia, who was then crown prince. 
Paul succeeded his mother. Catherine 
the Great, to the throne In 1706. His 
short rule was marked by various op- 
pressive measures taken agninst the 
Russian peasants. Thousands of 
free peasants were made serfs nnd giv- 
en awuy to his favorite courtiers. A 
palace conspiracy put an end to his 
reign and life. When he was assassi- 
nated the carpet now acquired by the 
Leipzig museum was drenched with his 
blood. 


About Wheelbarrows 

A barrow lias only one wheel for 
various reasons, mniuly because it is 
easier to push one wheel than two, 
there being less friction — or less resist 
ance. A harrow requires no hack 
wheel because the place of hack 
wheels is taken when at rest by wood 
en legs, and when In motion by human 
legs. Likewise, It does not require two 
wheels in front for balancing pur 
poses, as the legs keep it straight. 
Therefore, two wheels In front would 
simply make it more difficult to push 
and much more ditllcult to tip over. 
The single wheel Is really a very clev 
er contrivance.

Word “Daughter” Traced 

Back to Sanscrit Root 

Perhaps the most curious of the 
family words Is daughter. In old Eng- 
lish the “gh” was sounded rather like 
the ”ch” In the Scottish loch. The 
root of the word Is doch or duch; the 
"ter” signllles, Just as it does In pater 
niul mater, a doer of things. 

The word’s history runs back 
through old English, German, Greek 
and Sanscrit to duhltar. The "h” In 
this last word is a peculiar one, for It 
was pronounced almost like the "ch” 
just mentioned. But duhltar does not 
mean Just a female child. It means 
a milkmaid. Our early ancestors were 
a farming people, and when a girl baby 
arrived they said, “Here’s another lit- 
tle milkmaid," 

There ure many other words of an- 
cient lineage used every day. Mill Is 
a w’ord that, after countless centuries 
of use, is still going as strongly as 
ever. Beef, market, dome, car, day, 
night, queen, sit and stand — all these 
have pedigrees so long that they go 
back thousands of years beyond the 
oldest of the pyramids. — London Tit- 
Bits. 


Genius as Understood 

by Old English Writer 

By genius 1 would understand that 
power, or rather those powers of the 
mind, which are capable of penetrating 
Into all things within our reach and 
knowledge, and of distinguishing their 
essential differences. These are no 
other than invention and Judgment; 
and they are both called by the col- 
lective name of genius, as they are of 
those gifts of nature which we bring 
with us Into the world ; concerning 
each of which, many seem to have 
fallen Into very great errors; for by 
Invention, I believe, Is generally un- 
derstood a creative faculty, which 
would Indeed prove most romance 
writers to have the highest pretentions 
to it ; whereas by invention is really 
meant no more, and so the word sig- 
nifies, than discovery, or finding out; 
or, to explain it at large, a quick and 
sagucious penetration Into the true es- 
sence of all the objects of our con- 
templation. — Henry Fielding. 


Washington’* Invention* 

George Washington granted the first 
of the 1,800,000 American patents that 
have marked the inventive progress of 
the United States, according to H. H. 
Dyke, of New York. 

On April 10, 1790, President Wash- 
ington signed the original patent 
statute. In July Thomas Jefferson, 
Gen. Henry Knox and Edmond Ran- 
dolph, sitting in solemn conclave, ac- 
knowledged the merit of the first ap- 
plication. On July 31, Washington 
sigued United States patent No. 1, 
granting exclusive rights to one Sam- 
uel Hopkins on a new method for mak- 
ing pot and pearl ashes. 

Washington was the Inventor of sev- 
eral improvements in the design of 
plows and also of the dinner caster, 
forerunner of the present day table 
device which holds small botttles or 
cruets. — Detroit News. 


Strange Relationship 

It seems like a long way from the 
morning glory to the sweet potato, yet 
these two plants are related. They 
both belong to the family of plants 
known as the convolvulus, to which 
also belong the bane of all farmers, 
the bindweed. The wild morning glory 
is fur hardier than the cultivated types 
and stays In bloom longer. It even 
blooms at night when the moon is 
bright and Is much favored by moths 
when open at night. 

The wild type is sometimes called 
hedge-bindweed and also ladies’ night 
cap. It is found as far south as North 
Carolina and ns far west ns Nebraska. 
Its blooming period lasts from June to 
August. 


Soap Manufacture 

The manufacture of all types of 
soaps in this country amounts yearly 
to $325,000,000 worth of goods and 
there are 2,100 manufacturing organi- 
zations in tills Held. The total produc- 
tion is divided ns follows: Hard soap 
(not including granulated and pow- 
dered soaps), 2,188,613,984 pounds; 
granulated and powdered soaps, 2SS,- 
409, 7S0 pounds; soap powders (includ- 
ing commodities reported ns cleansing 
powders, washing powders, etc.), 452,-

Actually the ec- 
clesiastical law of England is depend- 
ent upon the authority of the state, und 
ecclesiastical courts for the most part 
are o Ulcered by laymen, whose suhordi 
nation to archbishops and bishops is 
purely formal. The final court of ap- 
peal on ecclesiastical matters Is the 
Judicial committee of the privy council 
of the nation.

“Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures” by 
Mary Baker Eddy: “When the evi- 
dence before the material senses 
yielded to spiritual sense, the apostle 
declared that nothing could alienate 
him from God, from the sweet sense 
and presence of Life and Truth. It 
is ignorance and false belief, based on 
a material sense of things, which hide 
spiritual beauty and goodness” (p. 
303).

CHILDREN’S MUSEUM OF BOSTON 


That there would he no red clover 
hay if it were not for the last six- 
teenth of an inch on the end of the 
tongue of the bumblebee; that the 
gift of noise-making is given only to 
the male grasshoppers: that the mon- 
arch butterfly has greater flying power 
than any other known butterfly; that 
ants keep “cows” (plant lice or 
aphides) and make slave raids; that a 
tiny insect no bigger than a grain of 
rice, known as the pine beetle, is the 
cause of the death of a magnificent 
pine tree; that a spider is not an 
insect because an insect is a six- 
legged animal with antennae whose 
body is divided into three sections, — 
head, thorax or chest, and abdomen; 
and that probably there are some 
250,000 different kinds of Insects in 
the world are among the interesting 
facts learned by the members of the 
Children’s Museum of Boston Field 
Trip group on the trip to Pine Ridge, 
Dedham, for the study and collection 
of insects on Wednesday last. A visit 
to the Animal Cemetery owned by 
the Animal Rescue League was also 
made. Next Wednesday the children 
will go to Nantasket Beach where sea 
life, the creatures of the ocean found 
on rocks and in the sand, will he 
studied. 

In connection with this trip a study 
collection of objects found on the sea 
shore and on the New England 
sea coast, has been installed in the 
museum lecture hall. Among the 
objects can be seen a giant horseshoe 
crab 25 inches long. This salt water 
crab also known as King Crab is the 
last survivor of an extinct group of 
animals and is not a true crab but 
has characteristics of the scorpions 
and spiders as well as the crabs and 
lobsters. Other interesting objects 
are knobbed whelk shell and egg 
cases, jingle, slipper, moon and scal- 
lop shells, barnacles, razor-blade clam, 
egg case of skate, basket starfish, sea 
urchins, mussel with young oysters, 
sand dollars, oyster shell with “spat” 
or young oysters on it and model of 
sea anemone. 

The motion picture lectures given 
from July 31 through August 6 are 
entitled “Interdependence” and the 
film which Illustrates these talks has 
recently been releasd and shows how 
one thing depends upon another, from 
individuals to nations.

DRIVING MENACES 

July 26, 1932. 

To the Editor, Newton Graphic, 

Dear Sir: As one who drives a great 
deal on Commonwealth avenue, I wish 
you would call the attention of the 
citizens of Newton and also of the 
police to the very dangerous habit 
many drivers have of entering the 
right-hand westbound roadway with- 
out stopping. Instead of coming to a 
stop before entering, or at least slow- 
ing down, many of them drive into 
the westbound lane and atop (blocking 
It completely) before crossing the old 
car reservation Into the double way 
lane. If they would at least drive onto 
the old reservation In the center, they 
would be less of a menace to others. 

I find that the junction of Auburn 
street and Commonwealth avenue, 
where there is a very bad hedge, is 
the worst place, although many driv- 
ers do not stop at Washington street, 
as they should. 

Another driving menace Is the per- 
son who lives up to the absolute letter 
of the law without using common 
sense. The best illustration I can 
give of this is an incident at Beacon 
and Chestnut streets. I was following 
a lady who was driving to the south. 
As she approached Beacon street she 
came to a complete stop on a line with 
the Stop sign, shifted to first, jumped 
into the middle of Beacon street 
slowed and shifted to second and then 
crossed. At the point where she 
stopped her car it was impossible to 
see up the slight rise to the left, and 
anyone coming over the hill at 30 or 
35 miles per hour would have been 
unable to have seen her car. She 
obeyed the law' and could not he ar- 
rested for not stopping, hut I con- 
sider that she was far more of a men- 
ace to other drivers than one who ap- 
proaches at about five miles an hour 
in second with foot on brake, and then 
if road is clear slides across without 
coming to a complete stop. The per- 
son in the latter example could be ar- 
rested by an overardent officer of the 
law. but is. in my estimation, a much 
safer driver.

No Knowledge of First 

English Poet Laureate 

There Is no authentic record of the 
origin of the office of poet laureate of 
England : it Is said to have been cre- 
ated during the r*»|gn of Edward IV 
(1401-1488), though earlier than this 
date, during the reign of Henry III 
(1216-1272), there was a king's poet 
who was paid 100 shillings a year. 
Geoffrey Chaucer, who lived from 1828 
to 1400, assumed the title of poet 
laureate, ami In 1 .'ISO received a royal 
grant of n yearly allowance of wine. 
But the llrst poet laureate in the mod- 
ern sense was Edmund Spenser, who 
was granted n pension of £50 by Queen 
Eliznheth in 1891. Ben Jonson was 
the first to receive the office by formal 
letters-patent. 

The appellation is derived from a 
custom of the English universities, 
which continued until 1512, of pre- 
senting a laurel leaf to graduates in 
rhetoric and versification — the "King's 
Laureate" being a graduate rhetorician 
in the service of the king. It was for- 
merly the duty of the poet laureate to 
write an ode on the birthday of the 
king, hut this custom was discontinued 
In the reign of George III. 


Maoris Firm in Belief 

That “Tiki" Brings Luck 

Although the Maoris are becoming 
civilized to an extent where they can 
send intelligent representatives to the 
New Zealand parliament, they never- 
theless cling religiously to the green- 
stone charm called "tiki," which they 
superstltiously believe will ward off ail 
evil. The stone is of smnll value, so 
it is an easy matter for even the poor- 
est to provide themselves with it. 

They usually cut It Into grotesque 
figures, or heads, with eyes boldly open 
and the tongue sticking out in defi- 
ance. or derision, the idea being to 
frighten away anything that might be 
harmful. The women wear these 
charms on chains around their necks, 
and no native woman Is considered 
fully dressed without this superstitious 
challenge to fear. 

Like other South sen islanders, the 
Maoris believe in the tnpu, or tabu. 
They are tnught not to touch the 
things that are forbidden, and If the 
tnpu Is broken the trnnsgressor suffers 
great ngony of mind. Some have died 
In ngony after learning that they had 
eaten some food thnt was forbidden. 


Where Rhine It "Lost” 

The mighty Rhine river, flowing 
through hnlf of Europe, Is camouflaged 
when it reaches Holland. The travel- 
er need not nsk, when in Holland, 
where is the Rhine? Not even the na 
tives know. 

The river branches into many out- 
lets when It reaches Dutch soil, and 
ench outlet has been given an indi- 
vidual name, the Dutch being careful 
to avoid the use of “Rhine.” 

The Waal Is part of the Rhine, unit- 
ing the Mnas, which is known in its 
southern course ns the Meuse, and 
then on Its way to the North sea is 
neither the Rhine nor the Waal but 
the Mans. 


"Romantic" Writers 

Against the rather cold rationalism 
of the Eighteenth century there set 
in a reaction which emphasized the 
emotional side of life. It went in for 
poetry, and the beauties of nature, nnd 
rather idealized the past, particularly 
the Middle nges. In Germnny. some 
of Goethe’s earlier work was romantic 
in tone. In England, Coleridge, Words- 
worth. Byron, Shelley. Keats and Sir 
Walter Scott, and in France, Victor 
Hugo, belong in general to the same 
tradition. So do most of the Ameri- 
can writers of the earlier Nineteenth 
century, like Cooper, Hawthorne, Poe 
and Melville.

Peculiar Formation of 

Tasrintffiian Apple Tree 

Tasmania, Australia, Is known to 
the veteran traveler as apple land, al- 
though were tin* American asked to 
identify the fruit by the manner in 
which it grows In* would find It diffi- 
cult. 

The trees are not more than six 
feet high. They are trimmed every 
year and only the stump Is permitted 
to remain. Sprouts grow from the 
stump and the apples do not hang 
from the limbs as here. The blossoms 
bloom from the body of the limb, which 
Is covered with apples, once fittingly 
described thus: "Apples grow from 
the limb ns freckles on an arm." 

Apple growing is h considerable in- 
dustry in Tasmania, upward of 3.500,- 
000 bushels a year being shipped. The 
earth Is especially suitnble for the 
growth of the fruit, which thrives ns 
no other would there. Large orchards 
dot the sides of the rocky hills. 

The trees grow bushy nnd as many 
ns twenty bushels of apples often can 
be picked from one. Fruit growers 
with ten acres of apple land in south- 
ern Tasmania earn a comfortable year- 
ly Income. 


Old Roman Water-Organ 

Unearthed in Budapest 

The present city of Budapest stands 
on the exact site of the old Roman city 
Acquincum. In recent excavations In 
the northern pnrt of Buda many Inter- 
esting remains of this old city have 
been brought to the surface. 

According to descriptions from the 
old Romnn authors the water-organ 
was the largest of Roman musical in- 
struments. It was known only from 
the literature of this period, as up to 
the present day not one hnd actually 
been found. Recent excuvations have 
been most successful in producing a 
very fine example of the water-organ. 

It is hoped thnt with the help of 
the notes from Heron nnd Vitruvius 
the reconstruction of this ancient in- 
strument can he carried out success- 
fully. 

Tliis water-organ lias proved to be 
tbe property of a college and prob- 
ably was built in 228 A. D. The 
names of Mndestus nnd Probus are in- 
scribed on a bronze plate as of those 
exercising power that year. 


Poison Danced Away 

The tarantula*, commonly associated 
with stalks of bananas, is in reality 
any lurge running spider of the warm 
countries. The true turantula is a na- 
tive of southern Europe, principally 
in Italy. Becuuse of its prevalence in 
Taranto, Italy, Its name became asso- 
ciated with the city. 

The tarantula does not build a web, 
but lives rather in a nest of holes or 
under rocks, nests which it lines with 
a silklike mnteriui. 

It lies in wait for its prey, and as an 
unsuspecting hit of animated food goes 
by. the spider rushes out and seizes It. 

It was believed at one time that its 
bite would bring on a certain type of 
epilepsy unless tbe victim of the Lite 
danced to a particular type of music 
until exhaustion. 


Oil-Burning Development 

Oil Ims been used for fuel and for 
heating from a very early period, but 
tiie mechanical development of the oil 
burner dates from the middle of the 
Nineteenth century; Its widespread 
use in the United Stutes from about 
the year 1022. Public interest was at- 
tracted to the possibility of oil burning 
with a very considerable increase in 
tiie oil production of California and 
Texas about 1iWM>. Small burners were 
soon produced and larger ones for 
power and heat. The first attempts at 
commercial oil burning were crude. 
They were followed by natural-draught 
vaporizing burners, and a later devel- 
opment was the mechanical-draught 
automatic burner, the foundation of 
tiie modern domestic oil-heating indus- 
try. 


Proposed New Language 

Anglic is an international language 
proposed by Prof. R. E. Zuchrlsson in 
1930. it Is based on an analysis of all 
English words in general use. without 
adding new letters to the alphabet, at 
the same time keeping tiie continuity 
with the conventional English orthog- 
raphy. It embraces the most common 
of tbe existing spelling variants, Intro- 
ducing at the same time a few new 
digraphs — tin, dli, zh— which have to do 
the duty of new letters. Anglic has GO 
letters or letter combinations to repre- 
sent the 40-odd sounds that occur ia 
English words in current use. 


German Dialects 

In Germany there is no standard of 
pronunciation that Is acknowledged 
and absolutely followed by the mass of 
intelligent people. The so-called stand- 
ard of some people is the pronunciation 
of tin* stuge. which, again Is divided 
Into the pronunciation of tragedy and 
comedy. In the latter, of course, is 
heard the more natural pronunciation 
of everyday life. Tiie sectional differ- 
ences are very marked, but in general 
there Is u North German and a South 
German pronunciation. 


Fir«t "Ironclad"? 

Vi Soon Sin is believed to have in- 
vented the first ship of ironclad type. 
In the Sixteenth century he built a 
ship of wur sheathed completely In 
metal for the Korean navy, onubling 
the Koreans to defeut the .Japanese in 
a great seu light. Yl's ironclad was 
built to resemble a dragon, the tlguro- 
lieud on the prow being tiie drugou'B 
bead, breathing tire. 


Pilgrims Ascend Mount 

St. Patrick Made Famous 

One of the most unusual of all pil- 
grimages is that made annually to the 
mountain-top shrine of St. Patrick on 
the high, bare, cone-shaped mountain 
which bears his name and which over- 
looks ("lew liny. County Mayo, on the 
west const of Ireland. 

According to tradition It was from 
this mountain that St. Patrick drove 
nil the serpents from Ireland Into the 
sen. 

The pllgrimnge up the side of the 
holy mountain, where St. Patrick spent 
the 40 days of Lent In penance, fast- 
ing and prayer, 1,500 years ago, be- 
gins on Saturdny evening uny time be- 
tween six o’clock and midnight 

Torchlights nre carried by many to 
light the way and guard against pre- 
cipitous falls. Often the crowd breaks 
into a hymn to make the walking eas- 
ier or to help them to forget the diffi- 
culty of trudging over stony paths. 
For the climb up the last 200 yards 
before renching the summit the pil- 
grims remove their shoes and finish 
the Journey bnrefooted. Many of the 
more religious make the entire cllmh 
without foot protection. 

St. Patrick wns seventy years old 
when he first climbed the mountain. 
Now many a pilgrim of the same age 
makes the Journey, taking a keen pride 
in this imitation of a pnrt of the rigid 
Lenten penance of the patron saint 
of Ireland. 


Devil Worshipers Must 

Not Mention His Name 

A strange tribe of Yezidl "devil wor- 
shipers" has been discovered In the 
mountains of Iraq by Dr. Edmund A. 
Walsh, vice president of the George- 
town university. 

“This tribe." he said, "worships the 
evil spirit tinder the name of ‘Melek 
Tans’ symbolized by a bronze pea- 
cock. before which they offer incense, 
sing, dance and prostrate themselves. 
Their history goes hack at lenst to the 
Seventh century. 

"Their beliefs me contained in two 
sacred books which are preserved se- 
cretly somewhere in the mountains — 
the Book of Revelation and the Black 
Book. 

"Tiie Book of Revelation, which no 
foreigner has ever seen or been al- 
lowed to read, purports to contain the 
personal instructions of Satan to his 
chosen people. One of tiie curious 
injunctions of his satanic majesty for- 
o.ms i lie Yezidi ever to mention his 
name or even the syllables that com- 
pose it.” 


World’* Silver Output 

All the silver mined in the world 
since man begun to use the metal 
would make a cube only 115 feet on 
a side. Tills is no mean quantity, 
however, for it would pave an ave- 
nue 144 feet wide 0 inches deep for 
four miles. 

It is estimated that tiie amount of 
silver mined in the world since 141)2 is 
about 15,000,000,000 fine ounces, and 
of that amount. 40 per cent lias been 
obtained in the last 30 years. 

The May marriage seuson in India 
is one of tiie biggest factors in the 
movement of silver in the world. The 
metal is used in large quantities for 
bridal ornaments that become the 
"rainy day" fund of the family. 


Revolutionary Hero 

lUMijnmin Stoddert, the secretary of 
tiie navy, who also was secretary of 
war, died at Hladensburg, Md., ami was 
burled ia the churchyard of the Addi- 
son chapel, Church of St. Matthew's, 
Prince George county, Md. He died 
December 18, 1813, aged sixty-two 
years. He had served in the Revolu- 
tionary war with the rank of major, 
but was so severely wounded at the 
battle of the Brandywine that be was 
compelled to retire. He was born in 
Charles county, Md., and did a mer- 
cantile business at the ports of Bln- 
densburg nnd Georgetown. 


Army Distinction Badge 

More thun 150 years ago General 
Washington wrote the general order 
establishing the Purple Heart as a 
badge of distinction in our army. The 
badge was to foster and encourage 
every species of military merit and 
reward not only instances of unusual 
gallantry, but also of extraordinary 
fidelity and essential service. Those 
to whom It was awarded were per- 
mitted to wear on the fucings over the 
left breast the figure of a heart In 
purple cloth or silk, edged with a nar- 
row lace or binding.

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About Town

John H. Fahey of Watertown, can- 
didate for Democratic nomination for 
Congressman from the 9th District 
called at the GRAPHIC office the 
other day. Mr. Fahey is very confi- 
dent that he will receive the nomina- 
tion. He asserts that he has the sup- 
port of organized labor in the Dis- 
trict, including the Newton District 
Council. He produced a letter signed 
by an official of the Boston Structural 
Iron Workers, pledging the support of 
this big union. Mr. Fahey states that 
the ex-servicemen and their depend- 
ents will vot,e for him, because of his 
activity in behalf of them for the 
past 11 years. To quote the Water- 
town aspirant for Congressional hon- 
ors, Mr. Fahey says — “I am now on 
third base, and when election day 
comes. I will make the home-plate 
easily.” 


It has taken some of our supposed 
experts in economics, politics and in- 
dustry a long time to realize that 
one of the principal reasons for the 
depression and unemployment is the 
supplanting of human labor by ma- 
chines. Now that they have made 
this belated discovery, they are pro- 
posing what labor leaders advocated 
several years ago, the 5 day working 
week. But, many of the prominent 
and eminent gentlemen who have just 
acquired the knowledge that the sur- 
plus of production resulting from our 
machine age necessitates fewer work- 
ing hours and days for men and wo- 
men. apparently don’t realize that to 
properly synchronize modern produc- 
tion methods with social and economic 
standards which citizens of this coun- 
try have enjoyed for generations, not 
only must a 5 day week be adopted, 
but a sufficiently high scale of wages 
must be paid to enable the people of 
this country to continue the standard 
of living to which they have been ac- 
customed. 

This depression period lias shown 
among other things how many per- 
sons are in the United States who 
"have a piece of spaghetti, w’here their 
backbone is supposed to be.” These 
glooms include those who hoarded 
their money, those who ceased buy- 
ing anything other than what they 
were absolutely obliged to, and those 
Who have been clamoring for much 
lower wage scales and reduced stand- 
ards of living. It does not occur to 
this latter class of retrogressives that 
a lower standard of living would make 
for permanent depression, and a grad- 
ual decline to a coolie caste in 
America. Those who are quite pleased 
because commodities have become 
cheaper and cheaper, will become less 
exultant if this trend continues and 
they eventually will become engulfed 
in the economic maelstrom. You 
can’t reduce the weekly wages of men 
with families to support to $12 and 
$15 per week, nor cun you reduce 
the wages of hard working girls in 
factories to $5 and $»> per week with- 
out results that will be dire to the 
country as a whole. And it Is be- 
cause wages in many industries have 
been so reduced, that so many “bar- 
gains" are being offered for sale in 
our stores today. Manufacturers and 
merchants who conducted their enter- 
prises in an honorable manner, who 
paid their employees decent wages 
und accorded them good working con- 
ditions, have been forced out of busi- 
ness by unfair competition by unprin- 
cipled manufacturers and merchants 
who are not imbued witii American 
ideals, who lack the inherent prin- 
ciples upon which this country was 
founded, who regard their employees 
as mere creatures to be exploited, 
and not as fellow human beings whose 
welfare must be considered. 

Muny of those whose wages have 
linen reduced to little or nothing were 
frugal men and women who hud pur- 
chased modest homes and who were 
paying off the mortgages on those 
homes. If wages ure reduced to the 
minimum advocated, or desired, by 
those who prate that we huvo been 
living on too extruvugunt a scale, the 
number of homes on which mortgages 
will lie foreclosed will be multiplied 
many times; the totul of unpaid taxes 
will increuse to a crucial stage. Should 
this occur, the smug folks who now 
ure yupplng for a greatly lowered 
wage scale and lower standards of 
living, would feel the pinch also. What 
tills country needs is more optimism; 
u determination to go ulieud, not hack- 
wurds; a realisation thut modern ma- 
chinery which has improved tiie pro- 
duction of tiie necessaries of life, cuu 

und should lie used to improve the 
standard of living, not lessen it. 


Even us the ruinous competitive 
trend to munufucture und sell com- 
modities for less und less brings un- 
desirable results, so also in muny 
cuses does the awarding of public 
contracts to tne lowest bidder. Com- 
petitive hiddiug is necessary to pre- 
vent exorbitant costs. But, keen bid- 


ding between reputable contractors 
can be nullified by ridiculously low 
bids which are frequently, in these 
hectic days, submitted Gy individuals 
or corporations of dubious standing. 
When such bidders are awarded con- 
tracta, in order to get by they must 
bay lower wages than do reputable 
contractors and they are prone to 
pay far less attention to the rights 
of the public. Streets on which such 
contractors do work are apt to be im- 
properly safeguarded against the oc- 
currence of accidents; proper meas- 
ures are not taken to assure unneces- 
sary inconvenience to the public while 
the work Is in progress. Damage to 
private property is not paid for. un- 
less those injured resort to tedious 
and expensive litigatlpn. 

Work on Washington street con- 
tinues to progress rapidly. The rights 
of the travelling public have been 
unusually well considered by tbe 
Sherry Construction Company which 
Is doing this Job. In a few weeks 
more 4he entire stretch of improved 
street from West Newton to Newton 
Corner will be opened to traffic. Even 
now, one can smoothly roll along on 
the concrete surface in happy con- 
trast to the terrible ride one en- 
dured over this street for many years 
past. It is well that Washington 
street has been so improved, for it is 
a certainty that witii the completion 
of the Worcester Turnpike to Wel- 
lesley" much additional traffic will 
come to Washington street. Not only 
passenger automobiles, but huge 
trucks. Thus, after nearly a cen- 
tury’s lapse, the street may again be- 
come a traffic artery for vehicles 
carrying /merchandise to and from 
distant places. 

Prior to the starting of the Boston 
& Worcester Railroad in 1834, the old 
Roxbury road. as Washington street 
was originally called. was. the route 
from Boston to the newly settled 
lands in the West. In Colonial days 
huge wagons, drawn )>y horses or 
oxen, slowly creaked over it to the 
Berkshires. to New York, to the Con- 
necticut settlements. During the War 
of 1812 trains of four-horse wagons 
rumbled over the ro&d bringing sup- 
plies to Boston from New York and 
Philadelphia. The British navy had 
the ports of this country blocked and 
all merchandise had to be carried 
overland. During tlje first half of 
the 19th century a constant proces- 
sion of vehicles payped over the road 
carrying farm and forest products 
from Western Massachusetts, and 
bringing back from Boston groceries, 
dry-goods, wet goods and molasses.^ 

And talking about wet goods. The 
weary travellers in those days could 
stimulate themselves at one of the 
taverns which flourished at Newton 
Corner (or Angler’s Corner, as it was 
then known) with Medford or Jamaica 
Rum. hard cider or wines; as well 
as beer. 

In the memory of persons not so 
old, droves of cattle from Western 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and 
Vermont passed along Washington 
street, to und from the cattle yards 
at Brighton. And as recently^ as 25 
years ago, it was a common sight dur- 
ing the night hours to see a farmer’s 
wagon slowly moving towards Bos- 
ton coming from Sudbury, Stow, Car- 
lisle or some Worcester County town. 
A lantern would be swaying on the 
wugon, and frequently the horse 
would he plodding along unguided; the 
farmer asleep on the seat. A trip to 
the Boston market, which in those 
years took two days of a furiner’s 
time, now takes about a half day.
